The name and telephone number of 


Wheeling Police Chief Peter GuttIlia 
were among those listed in a crime 
syndicate hoodlum's address book solzed 
in a 1961 gambling raid, The Herald has 
learned. 


Guttilln, who was then a detective for 


Sheriff Frank Sain, was listed along with 
a number of politicians and top crime 
syndicate figures in an address book be- 
longing to Sam (Big Sam) Arlola, a West 
suburban gambling boss. 


Guttilla acknowledged Thursday that 


his name and telephone number were 
among those in Ariola's address book, 
but refused to comment further. 


"I'm not going to give you an ex- 


planation," Guttilla said. "I gave one to 
the village manager and if he wants to 
give it to you, that's up to him." 


GUTTILLA SAID, however, that there 


are "3,000 legitimate reasons" why a 
crime syndicate figure might have had 
his name and phone number. He would 
not elaborate. 


"I don't know why I owe an ex- 


planation for something that happened 13 
or 14 years ago," Guttilla said. "If you 
want an explanation go and talk to my 
employer at that time." 


Village Mgr. George Passolt Thursday 


said he is aware of the newspaper story 
naming Guttilla, but refused further 
comment. 


Earlier, however, Passolt had said he 


talked to GutUlla and received a "logical 
explanation" as to why the police chief's 
name was in the address book. He would 
not say what explanation was given by 
Guttilla. 


"I would presume if anything had ever 


come of it, we would be aware of it," 
Passolt said of the Cook County state's 
attorney's subsequent investigation into 
the names in the "little gray book." 


THE STATE'S ATTORNEY'S office 


has said it does not know what became 
of the address book. Since 1961, a spokes- 
man said, there have been several 
state's attorney's, and the book may 
have been returned to its owner. 


Some of the names accompanying Gut- 


tllla's in the book were: 


• Frank (Frankle the X) Esposito, 


then boss of the Chicago street workers 
union. 


• Tony Accardo, one-time crime chief. 
• Joe Batters, under the initials J. B. 
• John Lardino, a restaurant union

A year ago, a Des Flames family 


waited silently for word on the fate 
of their son, who was trapped in 
Chile during the coup d'etat which 
ousted Salvator Allende. 


They waited 10 days only to learn 


their son lay dead in a Santiago mor- 
gue and they have waited 12 months 
for a full explanation of their son's 
death. 


The past year has been a cruelly 


realistic civic lesson for Frank Te- 
ruggi Sr. As he sought the truth be- 
hind his son's death, he has found 
American officials uncooperative and 
untruthful. 


SOME 200 LETTERS and 14,000 


miles of travel later, Teruggi be- 
lieves he knows the cause of his son's 
death, but he continues to press the 
U.S. government and the leaders of 
Chile's military junta for an honest 
answer. 


"I believe Frank was killed by the 


military, but I want the government 


, (U.S.) to investigate this fully," he 
said. 


Interest in the September 1973 coup 


had nearly faded for most Americans 
until recently .when it was disclosed 
that the Central Ingelllgence Agency 
and possibly Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger authorized programs to 
"destabilize" the Allende govern- 
ment. 


Revelations now continue to break 


every day and with Congressional 
pressure mounting, Teruggi hopes- 
some answers about his son and'U.S. 
involvement in the coup will arise. 


BIG GOVERNMENT has reached 


out and touched this Des Plaines 
printer and the embrace has been a 
bad feeling for Teruggi. 


Like many congressmen and sena- 


tors, Teruggi contends he was lied to 
by many U.S. State Dept. officials 
who said the government was not in- 
volved In internal Chilean politics. 


"I was lied to by many of our own 


people about simple things and now I 
just wonder what else they lied 
about," Teruggi said. 


Officially, the government states 


Frank Teruggi Jr. was shot after 
being released from custody at the 
National Soccer Stadium. He had 
been arrested along with his room- 
mate, David Hathaway, fa their 
apartment for violating the junta-im- 
posed curfew laws. Chilean officials 
state Teruggi was killed by terrorists 
and not military troops. 


BUT THE PAST 12 months have 


produced a few details that poke 
holes In the government scenario. A 
letter Teniggi received through a 
contact in the Dutch embassy last 
February offered a witness* account 
of a beating inflicted on an American 
prisoner named "Frank" after Te- 
ruggi was reportedly released from 
prison. 


Chilean officials in Washington and 


Santiago admit that while release 
forms exist for almost all prisoners, 
none can be found for Teruggi. They 
contend it was just a clerical error. 
, 


Another nagging detail is a 24-hour 


period from the time Teruggi was re-

A plan had been arranged between 


Teruggi and his roommate for one or 
the other to contact the American 
embassy upon release. Hathaway, 
who was turned loose five days after 
Teruggi, made the call. Embassy of- 
ficials say they never heard from Te- 
ruggi. They also insist they have no 
record of a call from a Chilean 
friend of the pair who called the em- 
bassy the day after both men were 
arrested. 


TERUGGI HOPES the new dis- 


closures regarding the CIA in- 
volvement will bring about the full 
Congressional investigation he has 
been seeking. 


Interviews with people who knew 


Teruggi in Chile and in the U.S. offer 
no evidence that the 24-year-old eco- 
nomics student was a troublemaker 
or an activist hi Chilean politics. 


Hathaway said Teruggi did work 


with other students to publish a 
newsletter reporting news of labor 
movements outside Chile, but this 
was looked on as a scholarly-type 
publication. 


However, Chile's Ambassador to 


the U.S., Walter Heitman, charged in 


a radio Interview last summer that 
Teruggi was part of a left-wing 
group. 


A survey of Teruggi's friends, how- 


ever, fails to confirm Heltman's con- 
tention. 


HEITMAN ALSO REFUSED to re- 


spond to a Herald inquiry last June 
for additional information. He said 
there would be no use in providing 
any additional information about the 
situation. 


Teniggi plans to continue his let- 


ter-writing campaign and may return 
to Washington, D.C., again. He was 
there during the summer, but was 
unable to gain much from the state 
department 


"I figure the kid would have done 


the same thing for me," he said. 


There is no sure way to predict the 


outcome of his quest. It is certain 
that Teruggi, a man who served 
more than three years in the infantry 
during World War II, has lost consld- 
erable faith in the government. 


The bewilderment over his govern- 


ment's Inablloty to get the full facts 
about his son's death turned to anger 
and disappointment when reports of 
massive economic and military aid 
made to Chile by the U.S. surfaced. 
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Parks OK referendum budget with most plans intact 


The Wheeling Park District Thursday 


night gave final approval to its referen- 
dum budget, which allots funds for pur- 
chasing additional park land and for Im- 
provements to existing parks. 


The park board made some cutbacks 


but commissioners said the district will 
still be able to finance nearly all of the 
park projects promised in the $700,000

A major land acquisition program to- 


taling more than $300,000 survived budg- 
et changes intact and will add two new 
park sites to the village. 


Plans for the improvement of Heritage 


Park, Husky Park and Chamber of Com- 
merce Park have not been-cut and 'be 
extensive landscaping and Installation of 


tennis and basketball courts and walk- 
ways are similar to those proposed hi 
1972. 


A FEW MAJOR projects, however, 


were eliminated from the, referendum 
budget because of spiralln'g costs. For 
"xample, work on the school park site 


"i been greatly reduced, with much of 
e grading ard all of the drainage work 


L immpUd. 


At most of the school park sites, the 


district plans to rework the playground 
surfaces and Install play equipment. In 
setting priorities for the referendum 
funds, the park commissioners said the 
emphasis should be on providing visible 
recreation facilities and improving the 
esthetic appearance of park sites. 


Much of the referendum work has been 


started. Paving contractors are working 
on tennis courts at Husky and Heritage 
parks. The surfacing of parking lots and 
the installation of walkways is under 
way. 


The park board now is reviewing light- 


ing specifications and will begin consid- 
eration shortly of playground equipment, 
grading and landscaping.

Cooler as fall arrives... 
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Schools may ease 
bargaining stand

The Illinois Association of School 


Boards may moderate its opposition to 
laws requiring collective bargaining for 
teachers when it meets to consider policy 
positions later this fall. 


The board of education of Markham 


Elementary Dist. 144 has drawn up a 
resolution to submit to the IASB con- 
vention in November calling on the or- 
ganization to support legislation provid- 
ing for collective bargaining for public 
employes. 


In the past, the IASB has opposed any 


collective bargaining bill covering teach- 
ers or other public employes and has lob- 
bied vigorously for defeat of bills sup- 
ported by the Illinois Education Assn. 
and Illinois Federation of Teachers, the 
state's two largest teachers' union;.. 


Although many schools districts in the 


state are involved in collective bargain- 
ing with their teachers, state law does 
not require such negotiations. Propo- 
nents of collective bargaining legislation 
have advocated mandatory procedures 
for resolving impasses while requiring 
collective bargaining. 


GEORGE HILLIARD, president of the 


Dist. 144 board, said the board decided to 
sponsor its resolution supporting collec- 
t i v e bargaining legislation because 
"there are a number of us who feel pret- 
ty well convinced that legislation like 
this is inevitable." 


Milliard said that by supporting collec- 


tive bargaining legislation the IASB "will 
come to grips with reality" and ensure 
"that whatever bill is passed is good." 


Milliard said the Dist. 144 resolution 


does not spell out specifics that should be 
included in a bill, but added that he be- 
lieves strongly that any bill providing for 
collective bargaining for school employes 
should be separated from a collective 
bargaining bill for other public employes 
such as police and firemen. 


Dist. 144 negotiates with a local teach- 


ers' organization which is not affiliated 
with either IEA or IFT, Billiard said. 
The board and teachers' group reached 
agreement on a new contract before 
school started. 


RONALD BOOTH, a member of the 


staff of the IASB, said he does not be- 
lieve Dist. 144's resolution will pass in its 
present form if it is presented to tho 
IASB convention. However, he said the 
resolutions committee of the IASB will 
probably ask the Markham board to 
change its resolution to make it more ac- 
ceptable to the majority of school 
boards. 


"There are probably still a majority of 


districts in the state who are unequivo- 
cally opposed to collective bargaining," 
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AROUND THE NATION: showers and

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Booth said, "but we expect that our 
stand will be changed this year 'to offer 
more flexibility." 


Booth said he expects a resolution to 


be passed which reaffirms the IASB 
stand gainst collective bargaining in 
principle, but which allows the associ- 
ation to work actively for a collective 
bargaining bill in the face of reality. 


The IASB has in the past acted under 


two resolutions passed by IASB con- 
ventions, one unequivocally opposed col- 
lective bargaining in principle and the 
other listing six things the IASB would 
insist be included in a bill if it "appears 
imminent." 


The items the IASB has said it will 


insist on include keeping impasse proce- 
dures in the control of local boards, op- 
position to binding arbitration, opposition 
to union security clauses and retaining a 
local board's right to make all decisions 
on class size and teacher work load with- 
out bargaining. 


BOOTH SAID he expects the IASB to 


modify some of those conditions in No- 
vember to give the group more flexibility 
in lobbying efforts on collective bargain- 
ing. 


In addition, Booth said the IASB will 


probably support the idea of a separate 
collective bargaining bill for teachers, 
rather than including them in a bill cov- 
ering all public employes. In the past, he 
said, IASB has insisted on a collective 
bargaining bill for all public employes 
for "purely tactical" reasons because in- 
cluding police and firemen in a bill was 
sure to result hi defeat of collective bar- 
gaining legislation.

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As cover-up trial witness 
Citizen Nixon subpoenaed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Former Pros- 


Idcnt Nixon was personally served a sum- 
mons at his San Clcmcntc estate late 
Thursday commanding his appearance 
as a prosecution witness In the Water* 
gate covcrup trial, the FBI announced. 


The subpoena, Issued Wednesday night 


by Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
and calling for Nixon to be on hand when 
the trial of six former aides starts Oct. 1, 
was served on Nixon by FBI personnel in 
the company of U.S. marshals, according 
to sketchy Information made available 
by an FBI spokesman here. 


It was reported that one or more sub- 


poenas other than the trial subpoena 
were served on Nixon at the same time 
but officials refused to say what they re- 
lated to. 


The FBI was given the task of serving 


tho trial subpoena at the express request 
of Jaworski. 


However there was lengthy delay In 


tho service of that subpoena while the 
marshal negotiated with Nixon aides. 


Tho six former White House and re- 


election campaign aides are to go on 
trial Oct. I on charges of conspiracy and 
obstructing justice In the attempted cov- 
er-up of tho Watergate burglary.

ization. 


Court sources speculated that if he de- 


clined to testify because of ill health, 
District Judge John J. Sirica could send 
a court-appointed physician to make an 
Independent judgment on whether the 
former President could stand the rigors 
of a court trial. 


If Nixon were found to be fit but failed

Latest on the economy: more gloom 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Chairman 


Alan Greenspan of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers lamented Thursday that 
prospects for curbing inflation are so 
gloomy that consumers and businessmen 
have started saving money and goods as 
a hedge against the Mure. 


And in other economic developments: 
• The Senate refused to support Presi- 


dent Ford in what he called the "first 
test" on the economy and voted to give 
3.5 million federal civilian and military 
employes a pay raise. 


• Treasury Secretary William E. Sim- 


on said that to help bring inflation under 
control, federal spending must be cur- 
tailed and more Americans must become 
jobless. Unemployment, he said, needs 
to go "slightly higher" and American 
business must be allowed to earn higher 
profits. 


• The Federal Home Loan Bank Board 


said nearly $1.24 billion in savings flowed 
out of the nation's savings and loan asso- 
ciations in August, the largest monthly 
outflow in 56 months. Coupled with a $800 
million outflow from mutual savings 
banks, available mortgage money for 
homes dropped more than $2 billion last 
month. 


"The outlook for the economy is very 


dull and sluggish, going nowhere," said 
Greenspan, "and as a consequence what 
we've got essentially is an economy 
which remains inflation-ridden, which 
implies increasing unemployment..." 


The Commerce Department reported 


its revised figures for the second quarter 
of the year showed the Gross National 
Product of the nation's factories, utili- 
ties, goods and services declined at an 
annual rate of 1.6 per cent. The annual 
rate of inflation in the second quarter 
stood at 0.4 per cent, compared with 11.5 
per cent in the first quarter. 


"Really, for the first time I can re- 


member, we are beginning to see the ef- 


fects of inflation and its acceleration be- 
ginning to affect -the decision-making 
process of both consumers and the busi- 
ness sector," Greenspan said. He men- 
tioned "a very massive retrenchment" in 
spending and a tendency of families to 
increase their savings as a precautionary 
measure "to meet unforeseen contin- 
gencies." 


Businessmen, he said, are showing a 


tendency to build heavy inventories "and 
to accumulate goods for fear that prices 
will run away." 


Dealing Ford his first legislative de- 


feat, the Senate rejected a proposed 
three-month postponement of the pay in- 


crease which the administration said 
would have cut spending by $700 million. 
The 5.52 per cent pay increase automati- 
cally goes into effect Oct. 1 instead of 
Jan. 1 as a result of the Senate's action. 


Simon also said the American con- 


sumer will have to pay higher utility 
' bills or swelter in the summer and go 
cold in the winter. 


"If the utilities arc continually denied 


necessary rate increases," said Simon, 
"then the country will pay one day for 
these temporarily reduced rates in black- 
outs and brownouts, in the midst of some 
summer hot spell or winter storm." 


Consumer protection agency bill killed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - By a two-vote 


margin, the Senate killed Thursday legis- 
lation that would have created a con- 
sumer protection agency. 


On a 64-34 vote, proponents of the bill 


fell two short of the necessary two-thirds 
majority in their fourth and final attempt 
to rescue the legislation from a filibuster 
that had droned on for two months.

Congressmen won't press 
for new controls on CIA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford and Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger apparently persuaded congres- 
sional leaders Thursday not to press for 
new controls on covert CIA operations. 
And one senator's attempt to question 
Kissinger about the CIA Chilean oper- 
ations was squashed. 


Ford's disclosure that the CIA backed 


opposition parties and newspapers after 
the election of the leftist Allende govern- 
ment In 1970 brought a groundswell of 
congressional demands to restrict CIA 
activities. 


Ford and Kissinger met congressional 


leaders at the White House for a private 
review of CIA operations and the legisla- 
tors emerged with little enthusiasm for 
deeper congressional involvement in CIA 
affairs. 


Ford described the 90-minute meeting 


"as a full and frank discussion con- 


cerning procedures" relating to CIA 
clandestine activities, acting press secre- 
tary John W. Hushen said. He declined to 
disclose any details. 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 


field said his suggestion for a joint con- 
gressional committee to oversee the CIA 
had been discussed but it was not re- 
ceived "with much favor." 


Shortly afterward, the Senate Foreign 


Relations Committee met to hear Kissi- 
nger on U.S.-Soviet detente, and Sen. 
Frank Ch'urch, D-Idaho, clashed with 
committee chairman J. William Ful- 
bright, D-Ark., by calling on Kissinger to 
justify the Chilean operation. 


Fulbright tried to block the questioning 


on grounds the hearing concerned only 
detente. Obviously vexed, he told Church 
he was applying the five-minute rule for 
questioning but promised a committee 
hearing on Chile "in due time."

said Ford's "ominous silence" on the is- 
sue helped seal its fate. 


"It is clear -that pressures from big 


business altered the President's thinking 
on the most vital piece of consumer leg- 
islation of the decade," the organization 
said in a statement. "Consumers regard 
Mr. Ford's silence as a slap in the face." 


Opposition to the bill was led primarily 


by the U. S. Chamber of Commerce and 
the National Assn. of Manufacturers, al- 
though some big corporations had broken 
with those organizations and were back- 
ing the measure. 


The bill would have established a 230- 


man agency with a three-year budget of 
$60 million to act as an advocate for the 
consumer in the halls of government. In 
theory it would have been able to inter- 
vene for the consumer when other 
agencies were making decisions regard- 
ing price, safety and other issues. 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-I11., said "nar- 


row special interest groups" had "com- 
bined to literally line the halls of the Sen- 
ate office buildings over the past several 
weeks with the big-money lobbys that 
have misrepresented this bill from the 
outset."

NIPC accepts 
higher figures 
on population 


Revised population forecast figures for 


the Chicago Metropolitan area were ac- 
cepted Thursday by the Northeastern Il- 
linois Planning Commission despite re- 
cent challenges as to accuracy of the fig- 
ures. 


NIPC made some changes in the fig- 


ures after a series of local meetings in 
which mayors insisted their growth 
would exceed the estimates. Mayor Rob- 
ert Atcher of Schaumburg was one of the 
most vocal, and the preliminary forecast 
of 140,000 for Schaumburg Township by 
the year 2000 was changed to 155,000. He 
estimates the township will grow to at 
least 300,000. Other township estimates 
for the Northwest suburbs range from 
117,000 in Elk Grove to 160,000 in Wheel- 
ing Township. NIPC's new figures are 
down 1 million from earlier estimates. 


NIPC also reaffirmed support for the 


Regional Housing Coalition plan for dis- 
tribution of low and moderate-income 
housing throughout the Chicago area. 


The plan, unveiled nearly a year ago, 


calls for voluntary distribution of low 
and moderate-income housing throughout 
a six-county area around Chicago. The 
plan states that 229,400 more low and 
moderate-income housing units will be 
needed throughout metropolitan Chicago 
by 1983. 


The plan was drafted by a 12-member 


mayoral steering committee, working un- 
der the auspices of NIPC and the Lead- 
ership Council for Metropolitan Open 
Communities. Before drafting the plan, 
the steering committee consulted more 
than 100 mayors in the Chicago area. 


NIPC must now schedule public hear- 


ings on the plan, although Jack Pahl, 
NIPC vice president, said that could take 
at least a year.

The Mayan Indian civilization, an- 


tiques and education are Just three of 
many interests Susan Rose says 
keeps her busy. 


Mrs. Rose, the newest member on 


the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 
Board of Education, followed her in- 
terest in anthropology, and traveled 
down the Yucatan River Into the 
jungles of Mexico this year to study 
the ancient Mayan civilization. 


Her concerns about equality of the 


sexes involved her in the Citizens 
Task Force on Education that in- 
vestigated the elimination of sexism 
in schools last year. And she cur- 
rently Is heading a study group on 
media for the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Women. 


MRS. ROSE HAS a background in 


education, holding a Master's degree 
in school administration and a Bach- 
elor's degree from Indiana Univer- 
sity, Bloomington. A former biology 


teacher at Wheeling High School, she 
also was assistant dean of women at 
Elmhurst College and has taught sci- 
ence at the junior high level. 


She calls herself a "conservative" 


about education preferring the tradi- 
tional classroom setup to the open 
classroom. But Mrs. Rose said she 
believes each.child must develop to 
his fullest potential realizing his limi- 
tations as well as his abilities. 


"Each individual must be able to 


accept himself," she said. To help 
each student realize this "self," she 
said the schools must stop "molding" 
children to fit certain patterns. 


The molds that upset her the most 


are the stereotypes set for boys and 
girls. 


"WE'RE ABSOLUTELY damaging 


our girls," she said. "But what we're 
doing to our boys ... the image of 
boys Is as damaging as girls." 


She pointed to the idea that boys 


must be "strong, winners,.but we fail 


to teach them that losing gracefully 
is a hard thing to do." Mrs. Rose 
said some boys are as sensitive as 
girls, but they're not allowed to ap- 
pear sensitive with the role they are 
taught to play. 


Her interest in becoming a school 


board member conies from her role 
as a parent of two girls in elementa- 
ry schools. "My major thing Is I'm a 
parent, and I have a vested interest 
in education," she said. 


From observing national test 


scores that show a decrease in the 
ability of students, to use the basic 
skills, she believes the traditional 
subjects — reading, writing and 
arithmetic — must be taught in the 
traditional manner. 
' "You need the base to build from," 
the Buffalo Grove resident said. 
Once the basics are grounded into 
the students, then students should be 
introduced to "as many fields as pos- 
sible," she said.

denied a report that indictments of vil- 
lage officials are imminent as a result of 
its investigation into corruption In Wheel- 
ing. 


The denial came following a speech by 


Plan Comr. Gilbert Monoson Wednesday 
night. He said the state's attorney's of- 
fice had told him that a county grand 
jury would be returning indictments 
against a number of Wheeling officials. 


The probe began July 31, when Mono- 


son presented Information to the state's 
attorney's office about possible conflicts 
of interest Involving Wheeling officials. 


"THE STATE'S ATTORNEY'S office 


has some Information and is conducting 
an investigation," said Assistant State's 
Atty. Thomas McDonough. "But it is in- 
correct to say that indictments are immi- 
nent. 


"That's not to say, however, that there 


will not be Indictments because anytime 
there is an Investigation indictments are 
a possibility," McDonough said. "We just 
don't know right now." 


Since the state's attorney's in- 


vestigation was begun, several officials, 
including Village Mgr. George Passolt, 
Plan Commission Chairman Herbert 
Lortz and village surveyor Thomas 
Popke, have been subpoenaed to appear 
before the county grand jury.

the firm in which ho works and which Is 
run by his father. He also has voted on 
purchases from an auto parts store run 
by his brother. 


Hein and Metzger have charged that 


Monoson began the investigation for poli- 
tical reasons. The three recently have 
been involved in several political 
scuffles, including a recent battle over 
Monoson's handling of Jaycees' finances. 


Last May, Monoson left the Citizens' 


Action Program (CAP), of which Heln 
and Metzger are members. Wednesday 
night, Monoson announced he had joined 
the Wheeling Improvement P a r t y 
(WHIP), a rival political organization.

Elk Grove High pupils petition legislators 
Make phys ed optional: two students 


by BOB GALLAS 


Two Elk Grove High School students 


have started a petition to change a state 
law requiring students to take physical 
education classes in high school. 


Saying they arc dissatisfied with the 


requirement and the types of physical 
education courses offered at the school, 
the two have obtained signatures from 
more than 500 students on petitions that 
will bo forwarded to the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The organizers, seniors Richard Re- 


pcnnlng and Robin Jarmiith, have set a 
goal of 1,500-student signatures they will 
present to State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights. Mrs. Chapman said 
she will support the students, but sees 
little hope for approval of their request. 


THE PETITION states that physical 


education should be an optional, credit 
course, Rcpcnning said. High School 
Dist. 214 policy docs not give academic 
credit for the class, but requires students 
to take physical education, pass the 
course or not graduate. 


Rcpcnning said If credit could be given 


for the course and the state requirement 
abolished, students could then substitute 
other classes for physical education. 


"It doesn't suprisc me," said Dist. 214 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, referring to the 
student's request. "The subject is always 
coming up. Many students strongly favor 
physical education on an optional basis." 


Gilbert said the district is looking Into 


alternatives to the traditional physical 
education classes. Through special state 
approval, a pilot program has been set 
up for some seniors at Wheeling High 
School which makes physical educational 
optional for at least one semester. 


SENIORS WHO accumulate the 16 


credits needed for graduation in seven 
semesters, but elect to stay in school to 
graduate with their class, are given the 
option of enrolling in physical education- 
their last semester Gilbert said. 


Last year, about half of the students 


who completed graduation requirements 
early decided to forego classes the final 
semester, Gilbert said. 


Gilbert said the district may urge the

Exercise depends on health 


I nin B7 ycnr<i old and In good health except for angina 


pcclnrfo which I've hail fnr 15 years. I look younger than my 
one. olhcn toy. 


I take nllrnRljccrln Midi me at all limes and periodically 


lake liordll. My angina doesn't bother me too much except 
when I overeat, take too much exercise or walk too much. I 
ircni la he able tn do things much better on an empty stem- 
nch. My gall bladder was removed In 1902. 


There li no much talk from everywhere, from doctors, dieti- 


cians and others, that people with heart trouble should take 
exerclic ami wnlk a great deal. How can I do this when I 
have In ride to the moll box to mall a letter? If I walk around 
(he block I am not actually out of breath, but there Is gome 
punting ami chest paint are on the way. What shall I do? I 
am fito frrt ten and a half and weigh a little less than 170 
pound* stripped. Your advice will be appreciated. 


How much exercise a person should do depends entirely on 


his medical condition. Certainly no one should do exercise 
that will cause chest pain (angina) or shortness of breath. 
Those discussions about exercise apply to people who do NOT 
have angina pains. 


Considering the length of time you have had angina and the 


limited exercise you can do before causing chest discomfort, I 
should think you arc probably not able to increase the blood 
flow to your heart muscle. When you exercise even a little bit 
it works your heart too hard for the amount of blood that can 
reach the heart muscle. 


TIIKRK IS PKOHABLY not much you can do about this 


except to limit your exercise below the level that cauics pain 
or shortness of breath and take your medicines. Don't let 
other people try to tell you how much good walking will do 
for you. Let your doctor decide as it applies to your case. 


I'm one of those people who think that walking is good for 


most people and that exercise is great. But, there arc ex- 
ceptions Exercise, like everything else — including medi- 
cines, has to be used in the right person in the right way to be 
useful. 


Your observation that you can do more on an empty stom- 


nch Is accurate. With less severe heart disease It doesn't 
make much difference. But digcrsting food increases the 
work of the heart. Eating plus exertion overloads your heart. 
So you have made an important observation that applies to 
you. Walk before meals, not afterward. 


ANOTHKIt THING you could do that will help is to de- 


crease >our body weight. Your weight for your height sug- 
gests that you haxc a few extra pounds of fat you could do 
without. The less you weigh the less work your heart will 
have to do when you start pushing that body around the 
block. Anyone with such a problem should get rid of every 
ounce of fat they have around the middle and the extra pad- 
ding on the seat. Many a patient with angina pain from heart 
limitations can do much more or be free of pain by really 
getting rid of ALL the fat. 


Of course, if jou smoke or drink lots of coffee, tea or colas 


you would be well advised to stop these things. Your history 
of living with angina pcctoris for 15 years, though, should be 
encouraging to many people who have this problem.

Anti-diabetic drug use 
on rise in U.S.: medics 


WASHINGTON—Medical experts testi- 


fied this week that the use of oral anti- 
diabetic drugs is increasing In the United 
States despite medical studies seriously 
questioning their safety and effective- 
ness. 


The doctors also warned the Senate 


Monopoly Subcommittee that the Food 
and Drug Administration is on the verge 
of licensing a new group of drugs for dia- 
betics that have been associated with 200 
deaths in Germany. 


They recommended new EDA labeling 


of anti-diabetic drugs used by 2 million 
Americans and long-term studies before 
the more potent compounds from Germa- 
ny are approved for use in the United 
States. 


Diabetes, the fifth leading cause of 


death in this nation, afflicts about 10 mil- 
lion Americans. 


• 
DR. THOMAS Chalmers, president of 


the Mount Sinai Medical Center, reported 
a "steady increase in the use of oral 
agents in spite of the fact that they may 
be killing patients and that they are, in 
the long run, largely ineffective in con- 
trolling diabetes." 


Dr. Max Miller of Case Western Re- 


serve University and chairman of the 
University Group Diabetes Program, one 
of the mnjor studies of antldiabetic 
drugs,, testified that reports of excess 
death rates among patients taking oral 
drugs were turned over to the FDA in 
the late 1960s. 


Dr. Christian R. Klimt, director of the 


clinical investigation division at the Uni-

Truck drivers and crane operators are 
cases in point." 


KLIMT WAS especially 
concerned 


about what he testified was FDA's immi- 
nent approval of new anti-diabetic drugs. 


"They have not been tested for long- 


term toxiclty or efficacy and they have 
through maladministration, physician er- 
rors and the like led to cases of irrever- 
sible hypoglyccmia (low blood sugar) 
and death in Germany, the nation in 
which most of these compounds have 
been developed," he said.

Nixon transition cash 


a legitimate expense 


In the wake of the resignation 


and pardoning of Richard Nixon, 
it's important that the former 
President be treated fairly and 
with a sense of perspective by even 
his harshest critics. 


Despite his failings, Nixon did 


serve this nation in its highest pub- 
lic office for five years and six 
months, and it would be unfair for 
Congress to penalize him unduly by 
denying him legitimate expenses to 
cover his transition from public of- 
fice. 


At issue is $850,000 which Nixon 


has requested. $450,000 of that total 
Is provided under the Transition 
Act of 1063, which authorizes the 
General Services Administration to 
pay expenses to cover the transi- 
tion; the remaining $400,000 would 
cover 11 months of pension and 
staff salaries, as well as a special 


vault to house the Watergate tapes 
and documents. 


A House subcommittee on Tues- 


day slashed the proposal down to 
$308,000, more than a 50 per cent 
cut. Observers reported that Presi- 
dent Ford's pardon of Nixon was a 
strong factor in the cutback, al- 
though there had been strong oppo- 
sition to the full $850,000 appropria- 
tion before the pardon was an- 
nounced. 


We aren't quarreling with the 


need of Congress to scrutinize the 
expenditure, for it may be neces- 
sary and desirable to cut it by a 
substantial amount. 


What concerns us is that a "get- 


Nixon" spirit should not be allowed 
to obliterate a legitimate ex- 
penditure for a former President. 
Nixon is entitled to expenses based 
on his transition back to private 
citizenship, and the matter should 


not be a forum for a discussion of 
Watergate involvement. That's a 
separate issue. 


President Nixon's Watergate in- 


volvement may never be deter- 
mined in a court of law, and his 
Presidency lies in shame and ruins 
around him. But however we as- 
sess the man and his record, he did 
serve us as President, and his pub- 
lic service dictates some respect for 
that service.

Perhaps he should not receive 


the full $850,000 which he has re- 
quested, but he does at least de- 
serve some portion of the pension 
and transition costs. No, it's not a 
"reward" for Nixon; yes, it is a 
legitimate expense to which the 
man, as a former public servant, is 
entitled.

George Dunne for mayor?

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It has been a

By getting out, Nixon gave GOP candi- 


dates the gift of having neither to defend 
nor repudiate him In the campaign. By 
telling his first news conference that he 


would wait to see what the prosecutors 
developed against Nixon bo/ore deciding 
whether to use his pardon power> Ford 
just about shut the door on the Water- 
gate Issue for this fall. 


Now Watergate is out in the open once 


again, and the situation actually may be 
more difficult for Republicans to handle 
than had Nixon remained in office to the 
bitter end. 


Notwithstanding predictions from poll- 


sters and others that the Republicans 
were going to take a fearful shellacking 
in November, many GOP officeholders 
and candidates felt it would be possible 
to disassociate themselves from the Wa- 
tergate scandal and the taint on the pres- 
idency. 


One posture taken to achieve this was 


to deplore Watergate but point out that 
the scandal was the work of Nixon zeal- 
ots, not Republican officeholders. Anoth-

Ho adds 
that ho is concentrating on the county 
election und is not interested in Daley's 
county chairmanship. 


Dunne as a successor to Daley is an

colly well-known, belongs to Sec. of State 
Michael Hewlett. 


Daley quietly appeared at Monday's 


county board meeting t? bless the swear- 
ing-in of now Chicago Comr. Irene Her- 
nandez. The mayor, who lost his "dump- 
ling" appearance to surgery and a diet, 
looked fit. 


Ironically, Daley last attended a board 


meeting to eulogize former Comr. Lillian 
Plotrowskl. The same day, Daley was 
hospitalized after a stroke. 


Dunno and Daley shore many podlums 


and each speaks highly of the other. Both 
were members of the Illinois House be- 
fore election to county office. 


Despite the fall county election, Chi- 


cago newspapers have continued concen- 
tration on the "will he or won't he" Da- 
ley question. U.S. Atty. James Thomp- 
son, a Republican, fed the fire last week 
with release of a private vote strength 
survey. 


Thompson as a Chicago mayoral candi- 


date attracted 25 per cent of voters and 
Daley gained 46 per cent. A similar com- 
parison showed Hewlett with 40 per cent 


and Thompson and maverick Aid. Wil- 
liam* Singer with 34 and 35 per cent. 


Dunne's strength was apparently not 


tested in the survey, which Thompson 
said was financed by a prominent Chi- 
coj;o Republican, possibly W. Clement 
Stone. 


If Democrats carry the Nov. 5 election, 


and Dunne wins with a largo city mar- 
gin, the scene for Daley's retirement 
would be set. Petitions to run for mayor 
would be due before Dunne takes another 
oath for county office. 


Thompson's candidacy is another ques- 


tion. 


Republicans hold only ono Chicago al- 


dcrmanlc scat and the Incumbent is not 
seeking reelection. A well-known, pos- 
sible ticket leader could help determine 
winners In more than SO city races next 
year. 


If Thompson runs, GOP leaders sec a 


chance of winning the mayoral post, im- 
proved possibilities of raising funds and 
more of a willingness by city residents to 
run on the GOP ticket. County Republi- 
cans found difficulty In attracting poten- 
tial candidates this year and strong may- 
oral candidates, other than Thompson, 
may be difficult to find. 


If Thompson posses up the mayoral 


race, the top of the GOP ticket may run 
with little funding, or the GOP could 
switch to backing of an Independent can- 
didate, party leaders have said. 


Dunne apparently is not worried about 


campaign financing. Although a Loop 
doorway announces In green tape the ex- 
istence of a reelection campaign head- 
quarters, the door remains closed and 
the campaign Is low key. 


While other candidates hurry and scur- 


ry for television interviews, campaign 
contributions and speaking engagements, 
Dunne remains mum on his campaign 
plans. The board president, who was 
elected in 1970, appears at the right 
Democratic functions, schedules selected 
personal appearances and concentrates 
on county board work. 


No election result is guaranteed, he 


says. But questions about Republican 
Carl Hanson's candidacy for the board 
presidency bring a smile. 


Undoubtedly, the machinery to raise 


funds, to spread Dunne's name and to 
advertise his record Is functioning. But 
the effort Is not as pronounced as County 
Clerk Stanley Kusper's heavy speaking 
schedule, GOP clerk candidate Lola 
Flamm's cardboard election earrings or 
GOP sheriff Candidate Peter Bensinger's 
early television commercials. 


Dunne must feel that the effort is 


enough. He offers the smile of a winner.

ment. Four people have just been killed 
by this train. What do you feel? What do 
you say? 


Trainmen and passengers stand In 


clumps near the front of the train — but

"The lights were flashing, and he was 


blowing the whistle a mile away ..."

HOWEVER, 
UNUSUALLY

formed broadcasting sources said Kar- 
ras' future has become clouded with ABC 
Sports because of the ex-player's con- 
nection with the Upsheet on professional 
and college football games. Although 
these sheets certainly are not illegal,

"ABC is studying his involvement in

Cohen also admitted that he wrote a

New aids make gardening easier

Gardeners are surprisingly ingenious. 


Every year they think up new and better 
ways to help make gardening easier, 
more productive and fun. 


Seed tape made news last year. Al- 


though higher priced for the same 
amount of seed you get in a regular 
packet, (he convenience of having pre- 
spaced tiny seed in water soluble tape 
for easy planting is obvious. Caution. 
Plant at exactly die depth recommended 
for success. 


This yew, plant labels of wood with 


seeds attached to the lower portion are 
available. You merely plant in a tray or 


the garden and water. As seedlings 
sprout, you'll know the variety by the la- 
bel and which are valued plants, which 
nearby weeds. 


Starting seeds is easier too. Fertile 


cubes, peat pellets, improved peat pots 
and trays are readily available. Roots 
can grow right through these natural ma- 
terials, onnhiing you to plant seedlings 
right into garden soil without trans- 
planting shock. Many firms offer com- 
plete seed starter kits for convenience. 
Often you can buy the pots, planting mix 
and seeds separately to save a bit

seedlings start better, can hold window- 
sill warmth for house plants and provide

House plants 
without light 
lack leaves 


House plants may not be getting 


enough light if new leaves fall to develop 
in proportion to the rest of the plants. 


During the winter months, house plants 


arc likely to bo affected by a lack of 
light. Place them near windows to insure 
adequate light for good growth. 


Although summer sunlight may be too 


strong for plants in south and west win- 
dows, too much light Is not generally a 
problem during the winter. Avoid leaving 
your plants in direct sunlight even during 
the winter. 


•Green plants in stationary planters lo- 


cated away from windows often show the 
effects of « lack of light. The use of an 
Incandescent spotlight in such instances 
helps. Depending on the size of the plant- 
er, use ono or two 100-to iso-watt 
spotlights placed eight to ten feet from 
the planter. By burning the lights 12 to IS 
hours a day, you can provide adequate 
light for interior planters.

will help next year 


As summer draws to a dose, now is

Did your snap beans do as well as you 
expected? Perhaps it's time to try a 
newer variety. Writing down these 
thoughts now will be invaluable next 
spring when planning your vegetable 
garden, and even failures can contribute 
something to your gardening knowledge. 
If entrusted to memory, your ideas will 
soon be forgotten and you will be found 
asking yourself, "What variety did I 
grow last year that did so well?" 


Gardening should be a continuous 


learning experience rather than the year- 
ly drudgery that many people find it. 


On the whole, if your garden per- 


formed below average, it may Indicate 
the need for a soil test. Soil in the natu- 
ral state is rarely fertile enough for the 
best growth of plants. It is usually neces- 
sary to supplement the earth's store of 
plant nutrients before you can obtain the 
greatest yield of tasty and nutritious 
vegetables. A soil test is an inventory of 
these nutrients and the acidity in the soil 
deficiencies can be diagnosed and cor- 
rected.

Variability has ben a great aid to 


plants during their long evolutionary his- 
tory. It has enabled them to meet envi- 
ronmental challenges. Some plants, be- 
cause tbijy varied, succeeded better and 
survived while forms met extinction. 
Variability among the grasses in your 
lawn provides flexibility for combating 
the adverse conditions of diseases, 
weather or those imposed simply be- 
cause of poor lawn keeping habits says 
James E. Schuster - horticulture exten- 
sion adviser at the DuPage County Coop- 
erative Extensive Service. 


A lawn planted completely to a single 


strain of bluegrass can be beautiful, so 
long as suitable conditions persist. But 
it's a bit risky if only a single variety is 
planted in a home lawn, considering the 
range of soil types, mowing heights, dis- 
eases and other environmental conditions 
in which the grass must grow. 


Just as variability Increases chances of 


survival in evolution, it can also increase 
the changes of survival of your lawn. 
There are two ways to introduce vari- 
ability. One is to plant varieties with nat- 
ural variability. 


Old Kentucky Bluegrass, now sold as 


Kenblue had little uniformity and indi- 
vidual plants of Kentucky Blue could be 
found which could survive practically 
any situation. Even if a disease went 
through the lawn, some individuals were 
resistant and soon re-established the 
lawn. 


The new selections of Kentucky Blue- 


grass such as Merlon, Flyking, Baron 
and many others are highly uniform. If a 
disease starts through a lawn of one of 
these selections, it quite often kills the 
entire lawn. These genetically restricted 
varieties make outstanding lawns, par- 
ticularly where a high degree of mainte- 


nance is available. And, each variety is 
usually selected for a high degree of re- 
sistance to a particular disease. 


To re-establish variability and a wide 


range of disease resistance, turf-grass 
experts now advise mixing two or more 
selections. These blends have the ex- 
cellent growth properties of the pure 
strains and a wide range of predictable 
disease resistance. 


Sod is now available too, with several 


bluegrass varieties mixed, giving some 
assurance that a disease is not going to 
completely destroy the lawn. 


supplement heat in cold frames or win- 
dow greenhouses. 


The new tomato caretaker is a 


simple tray that holds water, nutrient so- 
lution, acts as a black plastic mulch to 
prevent weeds, increases warmth by ab- 
sorbing the sun's heat and forms a pro- 
tective collar around tomatoes to thwart 
cutworms. 


A tomato tower is a metal tri-stake de- 


vice. Stems go up the middle, branches 
grow out. The plant stays off the ground, 
uses less space, fruits stay cleaner. You 
achieve the same effect using fencing 
wire cylinders for tomatoes, cucumbers, 
other climbers.

Here are some tips to help 
win the fight against weeds 


If you doubt the fight against garden 


weeds Is worth it, you're just not a 
serious gardener. But If you are dedi- 
cated lo the annual spring-to-fall cru- 
sade, hero aro some tips that will win 
battles and maybe the war. 


(f. J. Hopcn, University of Illinois Ex- 


tension vegetable crops specialist, says 
weeds compete with vegetables for water 
and nutrients. They also harbor insects 
and diseases that attack the vegetables 
you want. So, ho says, the battle is worth 
fighting. 


The best time to start your attack is 


Just as (lie weeds appear, Hopen says. 
The taller the weeds, tho more they 
shade tho vegetables and tho poorer the 
crop will be. Control is easier when the 
weeds are small. 


Hopcn lists these weed control meth- 


ods: 


Most homo gardeners use a cultivation 


and mechanical removal method. You'll 


need to do this several times during the 
summer. 


Another way is to smother weeds by 


mulching. Mulching prevents light from 
reaching the weed seedling and keeps it 
from growing in the first place. You 
can use such opaque materials as Kraft 
p a p e r mulches, black polyethylene, 
ground corncobs, weed-free straw and ei- 
ther fresh or composted vegetation. 
Mulching also conserves soil moisture, 
stabilizes soil temperatures and keeps 
above-ground edible parts clean. 


Chemical weed control Is usually best 


left to commercial vegetable grow- 
ers. Most home gardens have several 
vegetables in varying stages of growth. 
This makes safe herbicide use difficult. 


If you have more than one-half acre of 


vegetable garden, It may be worth the 
extra effort to calibrate application 
equipment and time of herbicide appli- 
cation.

Autumn: revive your lawn 


Autumn Is the ideal season for spruc- 


ing up a lawn in blucgrass country, even 
though the big payoff comes next spring 
and summer. You'll also get good-looking 
grass this autumn, and a better turf 
through winter. 


If you aro determined to get the most 


for the tlmo invested and the dollars 
spent, mate good lawnsccd to soil during 
September. With such a hcadstart, lawn- 
grass beauties like Fylklng Kentucky 
bluegrass have all of the very best ahead 
— cool weather rather than exhausting 
heat, gentle soaklngs that don't dry out 
immediately, and annual weeds turning 
tail before jack frost's onslaughts. 


If it's a new lawn, choose cither a 


Fylklng seed blend or Fylklng sod. Ei- 
ther way don't neglect sollbcd prepara- 
tion. Cultivate the ground at least two 
inches deep, mixing In plenty of fertilizer 
— say some 10-20 Ibs. of a complete plant 
food to each thousand square feet (follow 
tho "new lawn" rate on tho bag). If 
, there are soil pockets which need to 
settle, soak the sollbcd thoroughly; after 
the surface dries, rake or cultivate again 
to provide a chunky, loose surface recep- 
tive to seed. Only very fluffy sollbcds 
need rolling. 


As little as one and one-half pounds of 


Fyiklng bluegrass seed to each thousand 
square feet on a good seedbed can be 
used (but It's better to use two but not 
over three pounds, for easier seeding and 
a quicker stand.) Use a lawn spreader to 
distribute lawnsccd uniformly. A mulch, 
such as a thin layer of pcllotizcd organic 
mulch free from grain or weeds (woven 
nettings, excelsior, sphagnum moss, etc., 
ore often used), helps a new seeding to a 
fast start. Mulch keeps seed moist, has- 
tening sprouting while protecting the soil 
from erosion. Sod, of course, needs no 
mulch. 


If your lawn is an older one but could 


stand some upgrading, autumn is reno- 
vating time, too. Fybdng lawnseed can 
bo scattered over the old lawn, leaving it 
to nature to get a few seedlings started 
(If nothing else, eventually freezing- 
thawing will pucker the soil enough to 
imbed tho seed). But renovation stands a 
much better chance if you take pains to 
see that seed is planted into soil. Many 
old sods have a thatch layer at their base 
— organic debris that keeps seed from 
reaching soil. A lot of gusto at the end of 
o rake con rid a small lawn of most of 
its thatch (don't bo fearful if most of the 
grass Is lorn up), but It is easier to rent 
a powered dcthatchlng or thinning ma- 
chine and run this over tho lawn In a 
couple of directions, slicing Into the soil 


and tearing out the thatch. If thatch is so

President Ford's vice presidential 


nominee, who identifies himself as "an 
active Baptist layman," expresses his 
gratitude to his devoutly religious par- 
ents for having provided him with what 
he termed a "legacy ... the armor of 
Christian faith." 


The former New York governor may 


need heavy armor during the forthcom- 
ing weeks of his confirmation hearings, 
r'or he is certain to be b.xffctcd by a 
number of his fellow Christians who are 
enraged by his support of liberalized 
abortion laws. 


Last April, when ho appeared In 


Omaha as a presidential hopeful, Rock- 
efeller was confronted by a hostile crowd 
of 160 people. They were carrying signs

• ITEM: In Memphis, Dominican Sis- 


ter Mary Anne Guthrle — the first nun 
ever to run for Congress — announced: 
"the decision whether or not to have an 
abortion Is essentially a personal deci- 
sion of the free will and therefore, is not 
a question for legislative action." 


Priests' council, bishops to clash again? 


Since 1L» founding in the con- 


frontational days of 1068, the National 
Federation of Priests Councils frequently 
has been something of a thorn In the side 
of the American Roman Catholic hier- 
archy. 


Not that It hasn't worked with the Na- 


tional Conference of Catholic Bishops 
and Its agencies but frequently, In those 
wilder days of ecclesiastical conflict, of- 
ten found Itself at odds with the bishops. 


Most dramatically, that "at odds" was 


demonstrated by the federation's spend- 
ing of aome $15,000 to Insure that 19 
priests suspended by Cardinal Patrick 
O'Boylo for publicly dissenting from 
Pope Paul's birth-control encyclical 
"Huamanc Vltac" received a fair hear- 
ing. 


NFPC nEMAINKD neutral In the case 


and as a federation made no pronounce- 
menls on the cncyllcnl but nevertheless, 
in the eyes of many, became associated 
with tho dissenters.

With these setbacks as well as this 


summer's defeat of anti-abortion resolu- 
tions by the Southern Presbyterians, as 
well as the Southern Baptist Convention, 
the abortion-prohibitionists reaction to 
Rocky will almost certainly get rough, as 
a sort of last desperate stand. 


For example, the new executive direc- 


tor of the National RIght-To-Llfe Com- 
mittee, Ray L. White, announced to the 
nation that Rockefeller has taken "an 
anti-life stand" with "protection and pre- 
servation of all human life relegated to a 
very low priority." 


White suggested that President Ford 


was playing "politics as usual" and may 
have been "unaware of Rockefeller's 
anti-life record." 


Hence: "We will therefore do every- 


thing in our power to make certain that 
his record on this Issue Is made public." 


WHILE ROCKEFELLER never has at- 


tempted to conceal his record, somehow 
the April-May issue of "National Right- 
To-Life News" neglected, In a glowing 
biography of new executive director Ray 
L. White, to include all of HIS record. 


For a reader of this column has 


thoughtfully sent a legal document which 
the U.S. District Court of Utah has veri- 
fied by phone: 


"May 24th, 1974 - Plea: Guilty - Of- 


fense: Violating section 1003, Title 18, 
U.S. code (false claim against the United 
States) — adjudged: $500 fine; probation 
5 years — defendant: Ray Leon White." 


White pleaded guilty to charges of fil- 


ing a false travel voucher while em- 
ployed as a district director of the U.S. 
Dept. of Commerce In Salt Lake City, 
Utah. 


On religion-political issues, too, the 


f e d e r a t i o n has differed, sometimes 
sharply, from the hierarchy. 


The federation, for example, backs uni- 


versal and unconditional amnesty while 
the bishops basically favor a limited and 
unconditional amnesty along the lines 
suggested by President Ford In his ad- 
dress to the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


BUT THERE ARE signs that the era 


of confrontation has passed. 


Tho executive board of the NFPC, 


meeting recently at the Catholic Univer- 
sity of America, chose the idea of recon- 
ciliation as the theme for its 1075 House 
of Delegates convention meeting. 


Along with choosing such a theme as 


reconciliation, the executive committee 
also adopted a structure that will radi- 
cally alter the nature of the convention 


— three days of intensive, exclusive 


study of a working paper with only one 
day devoted to new business and resolu- 
tions. 


IT HAS GENERALLY been in the res- 


olutions that the conflicts between the 
bishops and the priests have been most 
evident. 


While in Washington, the board had 


visits from Archbishop Jean Jadot, apos- 
tolic delegate to the United States, and 
Bishop James S. Rausch. 


Father Reid C. Mayo, NFPC president, 


noting that the federation had worked 
with agencies within tho bishops' confer- 


ence and its action arm, the United 
States Catholic Conference, nevertheless 
added: "It was good for all of us to come 
together to share our thoughts on mat- 
ters that greatly concern tho U.S. 
church." 


AT THE SAME time, however, the 


board Indicated that reconciliation did 
not mean any abandonment of the causes 
it has supported In the past. 


It drafted a letter to Ford, expressing 


support for him but differing with his 
proposal for an "earned reentry" for war 
resisters. 


Echoing Ford's belief In a God "who 


commands not only righteousness but 
love, not justice but mercy," the NFPC 
board called on the President to grant an 
unconditional and universal amnesty. 


"Rather than raising the question of 


who was right or wrong concerning this 
war, rather than discussing exoneration 
or pardon depending on how one judges 
the morality of the war, we call on you 
to 'forget,' " the board said. 


It also passed a resolution calling for 


the ordination of women to the dioconate 
— a step below full priesthood — and- 
asked that the International Synod of 
Bishops address Itself to the question.

Controversy leads to success for Carter 


There ore some seasons, some years In. 


Chicago professional sports that even the 
most ardent fans find very difficult to 
accept. 


Such a year was 1969. This one was 


murder, laughable (a some, painful to 
others. 


I know this city is accustomed to los- 


ers, and runncrups, and near-misses, and 
excuses, ami all that sort of thing, but we 
outdid ourselves in 1969. 


There was (lie great collapse by the 


Chicago Cubs, or If you still smart aver 
any suggestion of a collapse, you could 
call || the great charge of the New York 
Mcts. Either way, It was a disaster. 


The Chicago White Sox lost M games 


but that actually was an improvement 
over 1968 when they lost 95. They went 
on to lose 106 in 1070. 


Then there was the unbelievably dis- 


mal 1-13 season for tlio Chicago Bears, a 
season that was highlighted (it was a 
rough season for highlights) by the out- 
burst of a young quarterback who will be 
the special guest next Friday at the Pad- 
dock Pro Sports Club luncheon at Arling- 
ton Park Towers. 


It's really unfair to a very talented 


athlete, a man who now has demonstra- 
ted hit ability as a professional quarter- 
back, to continually bring up the past. 


What's fascinating is that the famous 


I960 "bleep" incident, when Carter be- 
rated his coach and the Bears' organiza- 
tion to the press, actually turned around 
n sputtering career. 


Carter, n is-fotn-l. tos-pounilcr, comes 


to the Paddock luncheon next Friday as 
the outstanding quarterback for Chi- 
cago's Fire of the World 
Football 


L e a g u e . He enjoyed a brief but 
noteworthy career in the National Foot- 
ball League, completing 54 per cent of 
his passes for 4,962 yards and 28 touch, 
downs. In 1071 he led the NFL in passing 
with Cincinnati. 


It's very possible Virg Carter would 


have languished on the Bears' bench for 
years, but 10 very explosive minutes in a 
locker room changed his professional 
football life. 


To understand just what happened that 


winter day in 1969 you have to go back to 
1968, Carter's first year with the Bears, 
his first season after a spectacular col- 
lege career at Brigham Young Univer- 
sity where he led the nation in total of- 
fense. 


He was drafted by Chicago in the sixth 


round of the 1967 AFL-NFL draft and 
spent that first season with the taxi 
squad. 


When injuries hit Jack Concannon and 


Rudy Bukich in 1968 and Larry Rake- 
straw failed to impress anyone, Carter 
was activated as the backup. On Oct. 6 
ho replaced Rakestraw in the third peri- 
od against Baltimore, a game already 
lost. 


Ilakestraw started against Detroit the 


following week, the Bears lost again, and 
now head coach Jim Doolcy decided to 
entrust what was left of their slim hopes 
to Carter. Virg got his first starting as- 
signment against Philadelphia on Oct. 20 
and the Bears won 29-10. 


For an exciting month in 1968 Carter 


was the toast of Chicago. The Bears beat 
Minnesota, Green Bay and San Fran- 
cisco and Carter completed 16 passes for 
234 yards against the 49ers, a victory

marred by a tragic injury to Gale Sa- 
y'ers. 


Dooley praised the youngster at quar- 


terback, although not so much for his 
ability as his spirit. 


"Virgil was ... well, I guess the best 


you can say was that he was the fourth 
string quarterback," Dooley said. "You 
know what that's like? It's like being the 
last guy in the stag line at the senior 


prom. You never get a dance with the 
girls. The kid just never gave up. He 
never lost hope." 


And then Dooley said something very 


ironic considering what transpired laMr. 
Thinking about the talented fullback 
Andy Livingston whom he hid suspended 
for being overweight and jumping the 
team, Dooley said:

The Bears quickly were 0-4 under Con- 


cannon and Dooley made a surprising 
move. He benched Concannon and in- 
stead of sending in the patient Carter, he 
started the rookie Bobby Douglass at 
quarterback. 


The 
Bean 
stumbled 
along and 


in their 13th eamr. with onlv nnit 
win, Dooley started Carter against Green 
Bay. Virg wasn't sharp in the first half, 
completing only two passes for 17 yards, 
and Dooley replaced him with Douglass. 
The Bears lost 21-3. 


Newsmen trooped into the Chicago 


locker room expecting the usual quotes 
from a team going nowhere, but an an- 
gry Carter proceeded to berate Dooley 
unsparingly for 10 minutes. 


"He said in the paper that he wasn't 


going to bring in Douglass," Virg 
stormed. "I'd call that a liar," adding 
that Dooley had offered no explanation 
for the change. "He didn't have the guts 
to tell me." 


This was so uncharacteristic of the 


handsome, intelligent young athlete that 
the writers were stunned. Virg contin- 
ued. 


"It's the third time they've done this to 


me this year and I guess I should be 
used to it, but It'll be the last The only- 
way I'll come back here," he raged, "is. 
to play out my option, and I hope they: 
won't be so bleep (there it Is, fans) as to- 
make me do that." 


Carter's stormy outburst, which also 


included a blast at assistant coach Sid 
Luckman for being "oblivious to what 
we're doing from week to week," set off 
Papa Bear. 


George Haias hinted that some un- 


known person had a "dire influence" on 
Carter. 


"What a great young man he was last 


year," the Bears' owner said. "Nobody 
can have such a change without someone 
Influencing him or urging him." 


Halas fined Carter $1,000 and sus- 


pended him. He soon had Virg shuffling 
off to Buffalo on waivers, and in August 
of 1970 Carter was traded to Cincinnati.

In that one confrontation, obviously, the 


Wildcats were shut out. That was a 9-0 
Conant verdict in 1972, marking their 
first win over Wheeling after 
four 


straight setbacks through 1968 (26-0, 33-0, 
19-14 and 32-7). 


So both sides have some initial in- 


centive in this dusty rivalry: Wheeling to 
score against Conant for the first time 
since '68 (not to mention that long cur- 
rent losing streak they're still trying to 
snap) and Conant to continue to square 
the series that was once totally domi- 
nated by the 'Cats. 


Wildcat coach Jack Liljeberg sees the 


opposition as a much Improved team 
over the past couple of years and expects 
his charges to be kept quite busy. "From 
our scouting reports, they're a pretty fair 
ball club this year. They've got good size 
along the front line and some nice talent 
in the backfield including a quarterback 
who's a strong runnng as well as a pass- 
ing threat." 


"The fact that they're coming off a 


victory is probably going to make them 
that much more fired up too," the 'Cat 
pilot added. 


Wheeling, meanwhile, has dropped two 


straight so far this fall but Liljeberg is 
still very optimistic. "Our pass defense 
has not been good but I think we're on 
our way to shoring up this department. 
At the same time I've been satisfied 
with our work defensively up front and 
have every confidence that we'll attain 
better consistency on offense. 


Offensively he sees leadership as the 


key, a quality that quarterback Glenn 
Berry is beginning to show signs of as- 
suming. Defensively, Wheeling may still 
be a week away — when Dave Rothhaar 
hopefully will be back In the lineup. 


"Dave was our best defensive back 


last year but he hasn't played yet this 
year, while an ankle heals. We're still 
looking for a reliable safety man but I 
think our main problems can be resolved 
back there within a week or two."

He doesn't know enough 
football to hold a clinic. I wish most of 
these guys would just shut up half the 
time." 


Is he turned off by the modern player? 
"No, some are wonderful. Like Larry 


Csonka. And Dick Butkus. But the best 


player I've ever seen was Bronko Na- 
gurski. Show you how good he was — he 
played both ways like all of us did — and 
he played linebacker as good as Butkus 
and fullback as good as Csonka."

Scare passes for West; 
Makuch returns to lineup

The thought brings a shiver to your 


spine, but football, by its sheer violence, 
can cripple or kill people. 


When Bill Makuch lay motionless on 


Prospect's stadium turf last Friday, 
memories of a long ago dead Purdue 
University teammate crashed down upon 
coach Jim Morel. 


"I told hint, 'Bill, don't move at all. 


Just tie still,' " said Morel whoie winless 
Maine West Warriors host New Trier 
East at eight o'clock this evening. 


"You reach a point where all you wor- 


ry about is that kid. The ballgame 
doesn't matter anymore," Morel said. 
"We could have quit then and gone 
home. 


"When I got back to the sidelines, It 


was all I could do to keep from throwing 
up." 


Bill Makuch got lucky. His neck wasn't 


broken; there were no pinched nerves or 
smashed vertebrae. And he'll be in uni- 
form, at tailback and right linebacker, 
for tonight's contest. 


On the second play at Prospect, Ma- 


kuch rippfd the long rope-like muscle 
that extends from the base of your skull, 
widens "cross the shoulders and connects 
along the spine. He's been held out of all 
contact drills this week. 


That scare passed, Morel and his staff 


worked this week to get some movement 
into the defense. There were major per- 
sonnel shuffles. 


"We've had II plays offensively during 


the first half In each of our ballgames," 
said Morel. "What else have I got to 
say? We've got problems defensively." 


New Trier coach Chic Clchowski, 


whose club is 1-1 after losing to Niles 
West last Saturday, can throw out his 
scouting report on the Warrior defense. 
Few people will be in the same positions 
and it'll be a whole new look. 


The Warriors are changing to a four- 


man front backed by four linebackers 
and three deep men. It'll be BUI Parry 
and Todd Salerno at ends with John Pa- 
loian and Glenn Miller at tackles. 


Makuch, Steve Zuccarini, Ralph Ro- 


lape and Phil Logsdon go at line- 
backers. Norb Plosza] and Scott Unger 
have the corners. Sean Dowd is the deep 
safety. 


"These are our best 11 men," said 


Morel. "We've got exceptional speed 
with Unger, Ploszaj and Dowd. There's 
strength in the linebacklng and our de- 
fensive ends are the same as last year. 


"And we'll be continually stunting," 


said Morel. "Nobody will end up In the 


same place they started." The key word: 
Movement, and lots of it. 


The Warriors scored two touchdowns 


each game In tosses to Springfield South- 
east and Prospect. They've gained better 
than 600 yards total offense and broken 
the big play. Unger ran 74 yards and 
caught a 76-yard TD pass against Spring- 
field. Ploszaj ran 61 yards against Pros- 
pect for Maine's opening TO. Later, 
Mike Janonis scored on a three-yard run. 


On three other drives, West has driven 


at least 65 yards before losing the ball. 
Warrior quarterback Bob Nelson fum- 
bled the ball on first and goal at Pros- 
pect's eight. And West faced a third 
down at the Knight six-yard line, that 
drive ending with an interception. 


The problem has been inexperienced 


quarterbacking caused by Terry Quinn's 
absence. He had hernia surgery last 
month and just this week began light 
drills. Quinn should be ready for Maine's 
Central Suburban opener in two weeks 
aginst Niles West. 


The patchwork started with Makuch. 


After one week, Morel reinstalled .Ma- 


kuch at tailback, where he's most pro- 
ductive, and looked at Nelson, a junior, 
and sophomore Bob Zuccarini. Nelson 
started against Prospect It'll likely be 
Zuccarini tonight 


"I didn't realize how much we've 


missed Quinn until these two games," 
said Morel. "It's not only his experience, 
but bis overall confidence and ability to 
handle kids. 


"Like today in practice, we're over 


here as a group and he's on the sidelines 
throwing. I look up and everybody's got 
t h e i r heads turned, watching him 
throw," Morel said. 


"The others have done a good job ex- 


cept that Terry was in their position last 
year. He's made his mistakes. Now, he's 
got the experience and we can't capital- 
ize on it," 


Young Zuccarini is a big, wiry and 


well-conditioned kid who should add 
some pass threat to the Warriors' attack. 
That's Important tonight Cichowskl's In- 
dians are a rugged, huge club that works 
hard on taking away their opponents' 
running game.

Northwestorn-Notre Damo game Satur- 
day at Dycho Stadium in Evanston arc 
urged to use public transportation, a new 
free campus parking/shuttle bus service 
or other parking locations offered as al- 
ternatives to case the pressure on limited 
facilities adjacent to the stadium. 


One of the largest crowds in North-

a.m. and the north tailgate parking lot 
will be open at 10 a.m.

McGaw Hall. You arc invited to attend 
and get In the mood and spirit of the 
day. Both teams will be on the field at 
12:20 for their pre-game warm up.

A stained glass buff 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


Keith Houser wnsn't sure he was ready 


to exhibit in the DCS Plnincs Art Fair 
held earlier this month. His wife reas- 
suringly convinced him to give It a try. 
So the Arlington Heights hobbyist care- 
fully packed up his stained glass terra- 
rlums and window ornaments and rented 
a booth to display them. 


It was, one could say, tils first personal 


contribution to the art world. 


The response was enlightening, the 


kind of glowing endorsement a budding 
artist needs to keep actively creating. 


T h o u g h the compliments boosted 


Ilouscr's sclf-conHdcncc, he needed no 
additional incentive. Ho supports stained 
glass whole-heartedly as a "great hob- 
by," recommending it profusely "to any- 
one looking for something to make that 
doesn't take a lot of space or equipment. 


"A FUN KIND of art media," he lab- 


icsit. 


"First thing I ever did came out In a 


very pleasing effect because the colored 
glass Itself is so pretty. You really can't 
miss." he further testifies. 


Houser says he has no artistic training 


or background. An easel, canvas and set 
of acrylics his wife gave him some time 
ago after he expressed a possible interest 
In painting remain untouched, gathering 
dust in the basement. 


Yet though modest himself about an 


engineering education, his wife will read- 
ily attest to her husband's fine drawing 
ability which Is useful in sketching indi- 
vidual pieces later reproduced in glass. 


"It doesn't take all that much" l.« 


comments about drawing. Most of his 
Ideas in fact arc taken from paintings 
and greeting cards, he readily admits. 


"So many of the cards now have such 


cute whimsical characters." 


"IF TIIEHK IS anything difficult about 


stained glass, it's assembling all the ma- 
terial," he says, interrupting himself to 
mention that stained glass Is actually a 
misnomer. It really should be called art 
glass or cathedral glass. There is no 
staining Involved. 


Regardless, wlillc stained glass (since 


most people refer to It as that. . . that's 
what we'll call it) is growing in popu- 
larity as part of the nostalgia craze 
and mushrooming market for Tiffany 


lamps, supplies, especially when first 
starting out, are often difficult to find. 


"Though I was first exposed to the 


craft two years ago, It took me almost a 
year to find all the ingredients," said 
Houser. 


Friends in Dallas, Tex., .who were busy 


making stained glass candleholders first 
introduced the Housers to the art me- 
dium. They became interested but not 
genuinely impressed until they vaca- 
tioned in Paris and were awed by the 
beautiful 
stained glass windows of 


France's old cathedrals. 


"IT WAS REALLY just a coincidence 


but that's what really got us hooked," 
recalls Houser, who, upon arriving home, 
read up on the subject and made the 
rounds of area craft shops. 


He picked up pieces of glass where he 


could find them and also the necessary 
leading. 


He also purchased a pencil-point sol- 


dering iron and a glass cutter, the only 
two tools needed. 


And here Houser stops to add a word 


of caution. 
"So many of the soldering irons sold in 
craft stores are not the right kind for 
doing stained glass work. 


"They are too hot and will melt the 


glass and lead instead of fusing the two 
materials together," he explains. 


Houser first experimented with simple 


window figures and decorations which he 
still enjoys giving away to family mem- 
bers and friends on special occasions. 


WHEN HIS OLDEST son and a daugh- 


ter-in-law bought a home, he drew the 
house in miniature and made it up in 
glass. When another son bought a Grem- 
lin, he made up a small glass car and 
presented it to him as a surprise. For Ms 
youngest child, a daughter, he made a 
likable rendition of Winnie the Pooh 
clutching a balloon. For his and his 
wife's anniversary, he constructed a 
piece he appropriately calls "birds of a 
feather." 


Through practical experience Houser 


has learned the best techniques for cut- 
ting and fusing the Individual pieces of 
glass together. He understands which 
pieces are able to support themselves 
and which ones need to be divided and 
reinforced with the soldering Iron. Again

he adds, "It isn't hard to pick up on your 
own." 


Houser's wife, Jackie, offers a hand 


with the terrariums. He cuts and shapes 
them. She plants them. 


FINDING GLASS is no longer a prob- 


lem for the Housers since they now order 
directly from one manufacturer in Ohio. 
(There are only three glass factories al- 
together In the United States. The other 
two are in West Virginia.) 


In addition to a vast range of colors 


from which to choose, there are also dif- 
ferent textures ^o be considered 
in- 


cluding such varieties as hammered, 
seedy, bubble and a more formal looking 
ornate type, Florentine. 


Houser orders several large sheets at a 


time that arrive carefully packed In 
straw. Only the red he uses sparingly. It 
is the most expensive since it contains 
gold oxide. 


From terrariums, Houser hasn't de- 


cided in what direction to go. 


"When this runs dry, I will try some- 


thing else I suppose." 


HE ADMITS that watching a new idea 


come to life is the most exciting. His in- 
terest in terrariums is retained by de- 
signing different shapes. 


"I should do some stained glass win- 


dows or dividers," he says. "Tiffany 
lamps don't really appeal to me that 
much." 


Working in marketing, precisely prod- 


uct planning, Houser travels a great deal 
with his firm. He works In his basement 
studio at his leisure. 


"It's fun to do if you're not against a 


timetable," he cautions. His only reason 
for entering art fairs is to regain part of 
his Investment. He wishes to sell to buy 
more glass. 


Next spring Houser plans to enter 


more shows though not on a steady 
basis. 


"It would become too confining then," 


he says. 


HAVING BECOME connoisseurs of 


glass, the Arlington Heights couple covet 
even the small cast-off chips. What can't 
be used goes Into the fish tank. 


"We never throw any of it away," 


Jackie laughs. "It's 
surprising how 


we've really come to appreciate glass."

Coming to area 


A timely religious film 


Nostalgia fans, get ready for another 


setback. The Rock City barns arc going 
to disappear. 


The barns that once dotted highways In 


the South had huge signs • painted on 
roofs or sides, telling motorists to "Sec 
Rock City," but now they arc going the 
way of the old Burma Shave signs. 


Rock City is a tourist attraction on the 


top of Lookout Mountain, overlooking 
Chattanooga and the Tennessee River 
Valley. For 42 years visitors have prow- 
led about the rocky escarpments and 
caverns filled with plaster elves and fair- 
ies. 


It advertised by .painting .farmers' 


barns and by huge billboards. But bill- 
boards have been judged to bo unlovely 
and barns are hard to find. 


Tho now interstate highways have done 


much to cause the demise of the "See 


Rock City" barns. Rock City advertising 
manager Dick Bordcn explained, "There 
are few old barns within view of the new 
roads and nobody's going to build a barn 
on an Interstate just so somebody can 
paint a sign on the roof." 


I'AKT OF THE problem Is the status 


of the born. Once n symbol of pride 
and individual artistic expression, the 
barn Is obsolete. The cost of wood and 
labor has forced farmers to abandon 
barns for more practical open-sided 
aluminum roofed sheds. Old barns are 
cither allowed to rot away or are torn 


. down and sold as expensive planks of 


weathered siding for architectural use. 


The idea for the barn signs came from 


the creator of Rock City, the late Garnet 
Carter, who opened his home and 10 
acres of property to the public in 1932. 


Originally, the barn owner got a free 


paint job but no money for offering the 
services of his or her roof. After a while 
Rock City began getting competition for 
barns from the likes of Morton's Salt and 
Auto-Lite batteries and it became neces- 
sary to rent the roofs at rates varying 
from $2 to $150 a year. 


"We still pay S150 for a barn that's In 


good shape In view of an interstate," 
Borden said. 


"See 
Rock City" also emblazoned 


walls of country stores and service sta- 
tions. "About the only thing we didn't 
paint was outhouses," Borden. said. At 
the peak, in 1956, there were about 800 
barns with "See Rock City" painted In 
white on a black background. Today 
there are still between 200 and 300 scat- 
tered all over the country, as far west as 
Texas and as far north as Michigan. 


AS A PUBLICITY gimmick, the barn 


signs are amazingly efficient In the age 
of the media blitz. Borden said that Rock 
City officials surveyed 2,750 people In a 
large Atlanta, Go. shopping center. 


"Twenty-seven per cent of the people 


had gained knowledge of Rock City 
through the barn signs," Borden said. 
"Thirty-one per cent had seen the bill- 
boards and 20 per cent heard of it 
through friends." 


As a barn sign painter, Clark Byers 


says he's painted "more barns than any- 
body that's ever been," although he can't 
remember the exact number. 


Occasionally, Byers would run Into 


some opposition from the. barn owners. 
"When you got far out Into the country 
where folks had never heard of Rock 
City, why some of 'em thought it was 
some kind of beer or something."

Odds favor T. Rex comeback try 


As in sports, there qre many, comeback 


tries in the record business. Three of the 
latest are by T. Rex, the Righteous 
Brothers and Arthur Brown. 


The case of T. Rex is unusual in that 


the group has had a steady string of hits 
in England, while in America T. Rex's 
only big hit was "Bank A Gong" in 1971. 
T. Rex is led by guitarist Marc Bolan, 
one of the first to introduce glitter to 
rock. 


"Light of Love" (Casablanca records) 


Is T. Rex's first album for its new Amer- 
ican record company.. Several of the 


Marc 
Bolan 


songs hark back to the "Electric War- 
rior" album, both the group's best and 
that which contained "Bang A Gong." As 
usual, the most effective Bolan com- 
positions are very simple, both lyrically 
and musically. There Is much repetition. 


The new album's best songs are "Light 


of Love" and "Solid Baby." The first one 
demonstrates that Bolan is playing bet- 


ter guitar now and-that he can accom- 
plish a lot more with his voice now. The 
repetitions In the song are what grab 
your attention. "Solid Baby" Is much the 
same except that the pace is much 
quicker and the sound a lot denser. 


BOLAN LONG HAS been a believer in 


Phil Specter's "wall of sound" concept 
and almost every song In "Light of 
Love" uses the technique. Bolan also 
uses a wailing female chorus on every 
song. 


Much of Bolan's appeal is his com- 


bination of '50s rock sounds — beat and 
saxophone for example — with his cos- 
mic philosophy. (In many ways, the 
same approach as Roxy Music, but 
somewhat different results.) "Token of 
My Love" and "Space Boss" are two 
good examples. 


Three of the albums songs — "Teenage 


Dream," "Venus Loon" and "Explosive 
Mouth" — are from an album called 
"Zinc Alloy and the Hidden Riders of To- 
morrow." The songs are the least effec- 
tive, being very overproduced. The 
"Zinc" album has never been released in 
America and probably wont, except in 
pieces such as this. 


Will Bolan and T. Rex make it this 


time in America? They have their best 
shot at it since 1971.1 make them 3-1. 


THE RIGHTEOUS Brothers, on the 


other hand, have already made it with 
their new album "Give It To The 
People" (Haven records), already streak- 
ing toward the upper reaches of the 
charts. The album Is very welcome, but 
not uniformly good.

eous Brothers were near the top con- 
sistently with their innovative mixture of 
rock, blues and jazz. Their numerous hits 
included "You've Lost That Lovin' Fee- 
1m'," "Soul and Inspiration," "Un- 
chained Melody" and "Ebb Tide."

electrified the music world in 1968 with 
his "The Crazy World of Arthur Brown" 
album (Atlantic records) and his stun- 
ning single of "Fire." Brown took a col- 
lection of old blues songs and soul songs 
(several by James Brown) and put the 
torch to them with his amazing voice, a 
voice that would shift from gentle soft- 
ness to raving manic screeching in sec- 
onds. 


He was one of the first proponents of 


theater rock, being either lowered or car- 
ried onto the stage with flames shooting 
out of the top of his head. 


SINCE THAT TIME, Brown has had no 


albums that I know of. His band has 
evolved into Arthur Brown's Kingdom 
Come and former band members have 
helped form Atomic Rooster and Emer- 
son, Lake and Palmer (Carl Palmer) 
and the Elton John Band (Dee Murray). 


The new album "Journey" (Passport 


r e c o r d s ) is somewhat of a dis- 
appointment, as Brown seldom uses his 
voice at all, let alone In the old manner. 
The music is very controlled, tightly ar- 
ranged space rock with emphasis on 
drum machine, synthesizer and melo- 
tron. Interesting at first, it tends to be a 
bit boring by the end. As a reworking of 
the legend, the album does not work. Mu- 
sically, It is more like Hawkwind than 
James Brown.

Songivriters' rights neglected by U. S. 


by ROBERT MUSEL 


Generations of school children have 


been saddened by stories of the penniless 
Mozart burled In a pauper's grave and 
Stephen Foster dying destitute while tho 
world played their music and sang their 
songs. 


It couldn't happen here and now. But it 


Isn't because the enlightened citizens of 
today have acquired the same respect 
for intellectual property — a symphony 
or great melody, for example — that 
they always have had for a table or 
chair. 


Far from it. Tho United States in some 


ways treats its songwriters like second 
class citizens, worse in fact than any oth- 
er nation of the western community. 


Edward M, Cramer, president of 


Broadcast Music Inc. (DMI), one of the 
organizations most vigilant In defense of 
U. S. songwriter rights, sold songwriters 
arc still being paid a maximum of two 
cents per record, a fee fixed by Congress 


in the Copyright Act of 1909. 


That's 65 years without a raise. 
"NO WHERE ELSE in the Copyright 


Act," Cramer said, "is there a limit set 
for anything else." 


But that isn't all, he said. Under the 


same act the 500,000 juke boxes in the U. 
S. are not required to pay for the music 
that is their life blood. Then there is the 
provision that composers need not be 
paid if a performance is not for profit. 


From many examples Cramer men- 


tioned Public Broadcasting, which pays 
musicians, conductors, technicians, ac- 
tors but not tho fellows who write the 
music. And the composer receives no 
money for the use of his film music in 
motion picture theaters. 


Despite all this and massive piracy of 


records (illegal photocopying of sheet 
music and taping of music from radio 
and TV), some songwriters manage to 
make a good living. 


A lot more could do better. 


CRAMER'S BMI and another great 


American royalty collection agency, AS- 
CAP, have been fighting a long battle to 
win for American songwriters all the re- 
wards at home which are automatically 
theirs In foreign countries. 


Cramer said European societies, with 


which BMI and ASCAP have alliances, 
are not too happy at what amounts to a 
one-way traffic in some forms of income. 
They collect the money earned by Ameri- 
can songs in European cinemas and juke 
boxes and ship it to the U. S. 


But their own songs receive no royal- 


ties for being played in American movie 
houses or juke boxes. 


It's even harder to explain to them, 


Cramer said, why Congress has been 
dragging its feet for 20 years on a new 
copyright law.

Super homemakers decline in number *° university classes 


All you punk housewives, hear this: 
By 10W the nation, will have fewer su- 


pcr-fastldlous homemakers — the kind 
whoso homes look as though there should 
be a velvet rope across the entrance to 
every room exactly opposite of the way 
your homo looks. 


There's nothing bad about a person 


keeping a houso in showcase condition. 
But It's hard on the punk housewives — 
also called, in housework circles, "es- 
cape artists." Their Ufo's work is escap- 
ing housework. 


Evorytlmo a punk housewife sees a su- 


per homcmakcr's pad, she gets guilty 
feelings. The super homemakcr's show- 
case of cleanliness also sometimes both- 
ers the "realist" housewife. Her cleaning 
habits are better than the punk's but 
can't come up to those of the super- 
homcmakcr. 


A market research study aimed at 


showing characteristics of the 1984 wom- 
an found that the supcrhomcmakcrs, now 
40 per cent of all homemakers, will be 
found In only 20 per cent of households 
by 1984. 


The "escape artist" homemakers — a 


la punk — will make up 20 per cent of 
the homemakers, as they do today. But 
the realist homemakers — the middle 
group — will make up 60 per cent of the 
homemakers, compared to 40 per cent 
today. 


THE STUDY BY Herbert Zoltnor and 


Stitchin' time 


associates at Kenyon & Eckhardt Adver- 
tising Inc. in New York also showed oth- 
er characteristics of the 1984 woman, 
some surprising. 


In on interview, the senior vice presi- 


dent In charge of marketing research for 
the ad agency said the baby bust or birth 
dearth we now are experiencing — with 
births down to 3.2 million a year — prob- 
ably will be ended by 1984. There will be 
fewer births per household but since 
there will be more households there will 
be more births in total. 


Estimates range from 3.6 to 4.2 mil- 


lion, according to Jean Roscnthal the 
agency's vice president for market de- 
velopment. 


The housekeeping patterns were stud- 


ied under a section titled changing li- 
festyle. 


The basic characteristics of each type 


of homemoker won't change — just the 
percentage of homemakers in each cate- 
gory. 


Marks of the superhomemaker; a 


showcase home, compulsive and pur- 
suing cleanliness for its own sake, re- 
stricts family to maintain order and ex- 
pects guest to admire the home. The su- 
perhomemaker looks on food as she 
would a love object. 


A REALIST homcmaker maintain*, a. 


pleasant environment, is good at house- 
keeping and pursues cleanliness for com- 
fort. Food in this household is viewed 


with enjoyment and appreciated for its 
nutrition. The family is relaxed but 
shares the chores. Guests are made com- 
fortable. 


The escape artists, just this side of 


slob', views the home for what it is — 
shelter. Where household care is con- 
cerned, the escape artist feels virtually 
anything is more important than house- 
work. She views food also for what it is 
— fuel. The family in this household isn't 
restricted with a bunch of neatness rules 
but is expected to help. And guests? 
They're expected to accept the cluttered 
homefront — without commenting. 


Other shifts in the households of 1984: • 
— 46 million women will be in the 20 to 


44 age bracket, compared to 36 million 
today and 30 million 10 years ago. That's 
a 10 million increase in the segment of 
the female population in the childbearing 
and household formation years. 


— 58 million households will have wife- 


husband, compared to 49 million today, 
putting to rest the notion that the stan- 
dard family makeup is on the way out. 


— The educational attainment of wom- 


en will continue to go up and something 
like 1.3 million women-will be graduating 
from college.

Breast sensor: new tool 
to fight breast cancer 


Medical science has developed another 


tool to help In early detection of breast 
cancer. It's a sensor to measure any so- 
called hot spots in breast tissue and (its 
right into tho bra. 


Tho device acts as on extension of 


thormography, already one of the means 
doctors use for examination. The theory 
behind both: a malignant tumor often 
raises tho temperature of surrounding 
tissue. But then so do other disorders 
such as a benign cyst or abccss. 


"Heat could bo due to a variety of 


things," said Dr. Arthur I. Hollcb, chief 
medical officer at the American Cancer 
Society, New York. 


And the people pioneering the breast 


sensors stress that tho measuring device 
still ta In the research stage, that ajlot of 
systematic testing and rcflncmcnt;ace a 
"must" before the sensors can be (called 
one of the major cancer breakthrough!.. . 


The apparatus was the idea of DriMox 


Boonc, director of radiation oncology 
study of tumors at the University of* Ari- 
zona Medical Center In Tucson!. He 
worked with tho National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration to develop it. 


SIMPLY DESCRIBED, the sensors are 


disks of wire mesh containing tiny 
E-cells which take the temperature and 
arc carried in slots In bra pockets and in 
direct contact with .the akin. One source 
said they were not much larger than a 
50-cent piece. 


The circuitry, which does the register- 


ing, is placed in the bra cross-piece. A 
woman doesn't read her own tempera- 
ture. She takes the results to her doctor 
for evaluation or to one of the 27 breast 
cancer centers, operated free by the ACS 
and the National Cancer Institute. 


A woman wouldn't wear the sensors 


every day. "Say about three days out of 
every six months," was the way Robert 
Washuta put It. Woshuta is program di- 


rector for the tests. 


"We sec this as a preliminary screen- 


Ing device," he said. "We'd like to see 
more people going to their doctors, to bo 
aware of what could be there." 


Dr. Boonc could not be reached to dis- 


cuss the sensors. But Washuta said the 
physician emphasized the device still Is 
in the research stage, that many factors 
could influence temperature readings. 


THEY COULD be environment, wheth- 


er the woman is on the birth control pill, 
the menstrual cycle, whether she's an 
active or inactive type. 


Testing to date has been among "about 


a dozen" volunteers on the center staff. 
But as the program gets more funding 
and can be expanded, testing should go 
up into the hundreds. 


Sensors cost about $50 now, Washuta 


said. And women can wear them in their 
regular bras simply by making the slots 
themselves. 


The ACS sees the sensors as just one of 


several detectors of breast cancer, which 
takes the highest toll of any malignancy 
among women. ACS said there are 90,000 
new cases a year, that 3,300 women die 
each year. But it also reminds that 14 out 
of 65 women never will get breast can? 
cer. 


"I don't think any physician would rely 


on thermography alone," said Dr. Hol- 
leb. "Some tumors do not emit heat. A 
doctor puts all the techniques together — 
the standard annual or semiannual phys- 
ical examination, the woman's own 
monthly self-examination, plus ther- 
mography and X-ray if available. • 


"If we could just get women to do the 


monthly self-examination we could save 
a lot of lives," said Holleb. "If the sen- 
sors just help us get a half dozen more 
women to check in with their doctors, 
It'll be worth It," said Washuta.

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Slipping roses 'true joy' 


Dear Dorothy: Havo you ever person- 


ally slipped roses? If you have, Is there a 
"best" method you can recommend? 
And when Is tho best time of year to try 
It? —Agnes Lomoo 


Certainly I've slipped roses. For a 


pack rat, this Is truo joy — making 
something out of nothing. Do try It. If it 
works, you'll get a kick out of what de- 
velops; If It doesn't, you haven't lost a 
thing. 


While some people swear by the old- 


fashioned method of putting a cutting in 
a potato on tho ground, I've had wonder- 
ful luck with tho following method: Cut a 
sturdy stem from a rose that has just 
bloomed. Cut just below a set of leaves 
and then strip off all but two sets of 
leaves. Dip the wet steam Into a rooting 
hormone and put It into a hole (made 
with a pencil) partly filled with sand and 
peat moss. Cover with a glass jar. 


Fall is tho best time as the plant has 


all winter and spring to dcvcloo root* 
One green-thumbed neighbor has nevnr 
let one of these new plants bloom tho 
first year, choosing to pinch off the buds 
as they appear. It makes for a much 
stronger plant.

late the central dispatch plan, Walsh 
said. 


THE PROJECT IS being paid for with 


a $35,000 grant from the Illinois Law En- 
forcement Commission. The 
Buffalo 


Grove Village Board also has approved 
$289 for costs plus a contribution of ser- 
vice manhours totaling $1,158 to help 
move the plan along. 


Walsh said the ILEC funds followed a 


year-long moratorium placed on contri- 
butions for central dispatch 'systems 
while a study into the idea was being 
conducted. 


Walsh said he Initiated plans to bring 


Buffalo Grove into the program because 
a police management study two years 
ago criticized the department for not 
adopting the program sooner. 


Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect and 


Elk Grove Village police have been using 
the system, which channels calls for po- 
lice service to the central dispatch office 
in Arlington Heights, since 1972. 


Patrol cars are alerted to the call from 


that office. 


Walsh said central dispatch is a "more 


efficient police communications system."

'Economic restraint 
needed to fight inflation9 


When he joins the White House "pro- 


summit conference" on economic prob- 
lems In Washington this morning, Tilford 
C. Galncs is betting that public support 
for the old-time religion of economic re- 
straint will be tho payoff for his efforts. 


Galncs, senior vice president and econo- 


mist for the Manufacturers Hanover 
Trust Co. of New York, addressed par- 
ticipants In an economic forum Thursday 
night at the Inverness Country Club. The 
meeting was sponsored by the Suburban 
Bank Group. 


"What we have needed all along is to 


engage tho entire population in the real- 
ization that we need to combat in- 
flation," said Galncs. He added, "We 
don't pretend to have any new solutions 
to Inflation." 


GAINES DESCRIBES his approach to 


the U.S. inflation problem as "calm, 
cautious and reasonable" without being a 
Pollyanna. "First," he sold, "we are in a 
recession." Gains said tho recession is 
not severe and does not promise to snow- 
ball into a depression, despite the "grow- 
ing mood of severe uneasiness." 


Housing, retail business and electric 


utilities are hardest hit by the current 
inflation problems, said tho economist. 


The inside story 


IS THERE A WAY out of the inflation 


tunnel? Galnes said "the old-time reli- 
gion" of monetary and budget restraint 
can eventually bring some relief. Gaines 
believes that increased production capa- 
bility Is essential to solving the problem. 


Inflation will continue at a rapid pace, 


Galncs predicts, projecting a 12 per cent 
annual Inflation rate for the last half of 
tho year. 


THE ECONOMIST warned that "11 


somebody pulled the confidence plug" a 
number of banks could face additional 
problems in the tight-money market. 
Gaines predicts that the prime rate will 
begin to drop within two to three weeks 
and could reach the 10 per cent mark by 
the end of the year. Long-term interest 
rates could decline by late 1975, he said 
adding that they may currently be set 
too low. Gaines concluded that he fore- 
sees a conservative Congress in the com- 
ing year in terms of government ex- 
penditures. 


When questioned about the problem of

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Year has passed since Des Plaines youth died 


during Chile coup-with no questions answered 


by STEVE BROWN 


A year ago, a Des Plaines family 


waited silently for word on the fate 
of their son, who was trapped in 
Chile during the coup d'etat which 
ousted Salvator Allende. 


They waited 10 days only to learn 


their son lay dead in a Santiago mor- 
gue and they have waited 12 months 
for a full explanation of their son's 
death. 


The past year has been a cruelly 


realistic civic lesson for Frank Te- 
ruggi Sr. As he sought the truth be- 
hind his son's death, he has found 
American officials uncooperative and 
untruthful. 


SOME 200 LETTERS and 14,000 


miles of travel later, Teruggi be- 
lieves he knows the cause of his son's 
death, but he continues to press the 
U.S. government and the leaders of 
Chile's military junta for an honest 
answer. 


"I believe Frank was killed by the 


military, but I want the government 
(U.S.) to investigate this fully," he 
said. 


Interest in the September 1973 coup 


had nearly faded for most Americans 
until recently when it was disclosed 
that the Central Ingelligence Agency 
and possibly Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger authorized programs to 
"destabilize" the Allende govern- 
ment. 


Revelations now continue to break 


every day and with Congressional 
pressure mounting, Teruggi hopes 
some answers about his son and U.S. 
involvement In the coup will arise. 


BIG GOVERNMENT has reached 


out' and touched this Des Plaines 
printer and the embrace has been a 
bad feeling for Teruggi. 


Like many congressmen and sena- 


tors, Teruggi contends he was lied to 
by many U.S. State Dept. officials 
who said the government was not in- 
volved in internal Chilean politics. 


"I was lied to by many of our own 


people about simple things and now I 
just wonder what else they lied 
about," Teruggi said. 


Officially, the government states 


Frank Teruggi Jr. was shot after 
being released from custody at the 
National Soccer Stadium. He had 
been arrested along with his room- 
mate, David, Hathaway, in their 
apartment for violating the junta-im- 
posed curfew laws. Chilean officials 
state Teruggi was killed by terrorists 
and not military troops. 


BUT THE PAST 12 months have 


produced a few details that poke 
holes in the government scenario. A 
letter Teruggi. received through a 
contact in the Dutch embassy last 
February offered a witness* account 
of a beating Inflicted on an American 
prisoner named "Frank" after Te- 
ruggi was reportedly released from 
prison. 


Chilean officials in Washington and 


Santiago admit that while release 
forms exist for almost all prisoners, 
none can be found for Teruggi. They 
contend it was just a clerical error. 


Another nagging detail is a 24-hour 


period from the time Teruggi was re-

leased and the time he was brought 
to the morgue. 


A plan had been arranged between 


Teruggi and his roommate for one or 
the other to contact the American 
embassy upon release. Hathaway, 
who was turned loose five days after 
Teruggi, made the call. Embassy of- 
ficials say they never heard from Te- 
ruggi. They also insist they have no 
record of a call from a Chilean 
friend of the pair who called the em- 
bassy the day after both men were 
arrested. 


TERUGGI HOPES the new dis- 


closures regarding 
the CIA in- 


volvement will bring about the full 
Congressional investigation he has 
been seeking. 


Interviews with people who knew 


Teruggi in Chile and in the U.S. offer 
no evidence that the 24-year-old eco- 
nomics student wasv a troublemaker 
or an activist in Chilean politics. 


Hathaway said Teruggi did work 


with other students to publish a 
newsletter reporting news of labor 
movements outside Chile, but this 
was looked on as a scholarly-type 
publication. 


However, Chile's Ambassador to 


the U.S., Walter Heitman, charged in 


a radio Interview last summer that 
Teruggi was part of a left-wing 
group. 


A survey of Te ruggi's friends, how- 


ever, fails to confirm Heitman's con- 
tention. 


HEITMAN ALSO REFUSED to re- 


spond to a Herald inquiry last June 
for additional information. He said 
there would be no use in providing 
any additional information about the 
situation. 


Teruggi plans to continue his let- 


ter-writing campaign and may return 
to Washington, D.C., again. He was 
there during the summer, but was 
unable to gain much from the state 
department 


"I figure the kid would have done 


the same thing for me," he said. 


There is no sure way to predict the 


outcome of his quest. It is certain 
that Teruggi, a man who served 
more than three years in the infantry 
during World War II, has lost consid- 
erable faith in the government. 


The bewilderment over his govern- 


ment's inabiloty to get the full facts 
about his son's death turned to anger 
and disappointment when reports of 
massive economic and military aid 
made to Chile by the U.S. surfaced.

Wheeling Police Chief Peter Guttilla 
were among those listed in a crime 
syndicate hoodlum's address book seized 
in a 1961 gambling raid, The Herald has 
learned. 


Guttilla, who was then a detective for 


Sheriff Frank Sain, was listed along with 
a number of politicians and top crime 
syndicate figures in an address book be- 
longing to Sam (Big Sam) Ariola, a West 
suburban gambling boss. 


Guttilla acknowledged Thursday that 


his name and telephone number were 


among' those in Ariola's address book, 
but refused to comment further. 


"\m not going to give you an ex- 


planation," Guttilla said. "I gave one to 
the village manager and if he wants to 
give it to you, that's up to him." 
' GUYTILLA SAID, however, that there 
are "3,000 legitimate reasons" why a 
crime syndicate figure might have had 
his name and phone number. He would 
not elaborate. 


"I don't know why I owe an ex- 


planation for something that happened 13 
or 14 years ago," Guttilla said. "If you 


want an explanation go and talk to my 
employer at that time." 


Village Mgr. George Passolt Thursday 


said he is aware of the newspaper story 
naming Guttilla, but refused further 
comment. 


Earlier, however, Passolt had said he 


talked to Guttilla and received a "logical 
explanation" as to why the police chiefs 
name was in the address book. He would 
not say what explanation was given by 
Guttilla. 


"I would presume if anything had ever 


come of it, we would be aware of it," 


Passolt said of the Cook County state's 
attorney's subsequent investigation into 
the names in the "little gray book." 


THE STATE'S ATTORNEY'S office 


has said it does not know what became 
of the address book. Since 1961, a spokes- 
man said, there have been several 
state's attorney's, and the book may 
have been returned to its owner. 


Some of the names accompanying Gut- 


tilla's in the book were:

The Mayan Indian civilization, an- 


tiques and education are Just three of 
many interests Susan Rose says 
keeps her busy. 


Mrs. Rose, the newest member on 


the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 
Board of Education, followed her in- 
terest in anthropology, and traveled 
down the Yucatan River into the 
jungles of Mexico this year to study 
the ancient Mayan civilization. 


Her concerns about equality of the 


sexes involved her in the Citizens 
Task Force on Education that in- 
vestigated the elimination of sexism 
in schools last year. And she cur- 
rently is heading a study group on 
media for the American Assn. of Uni- 
versity Women. 


MRS. ROSE HAS a background in 


education, holding a Master's degree 
in school administration and a Bach- 
elor's degree from Indiana Univer- 
sity, Bloomlngton. A former biology 


teacher at Wheeling High School, she 
also was assistant dean of women at 
Elmhurst College and has taught sci- 
ence at the junior high level. 


She calls herself a "conservative" 


about education preferring the tradi- 
tional classroom setup to the open 
classroom. But Mrs. Rose said she 
believes each child must develop to 
his fullest potential realizing his limi- 
tations as well as his abilities. 


"Each individual must be able to 


accept himself," she said. To help 
each student realize this "self," she 
said the schools must stop "molding" 
children to fit certain patterns. 


The molds that upset her the most 


are the stereotypes set for boys and 
girls. 


"WE'RE ABSOLUTELY damaging 


our girls," she said. "But what we're 
doing to our boys .". . the image of 
boys is as damaging as girls." 


She pointed to the idea that boys 


must be "strong, winners, but we fall 


to teach them that losing gracefully 
is a hard thing to do." Mrs. Rose 
said some boys are as sensitive as 
girls, but they're not allowed to ap- 
pear sensitive with the role they are 
taught to play. 


Her interest in becoming a school 


board member comes from her role 
as a parent of two girls in elementa- 
ry schools. "My major thing is I'm a 
parent, and I have a vested Interest 
in education," she said. 


From observing national test 


scores that snow a decrease in the 
ability of students to use the basic 
skills, she believes the traditional 
subjects — reading, writing and 
arithmetic — must be taught in the 
traditional manner. 


"You need the base to build from," 


the Buffalo Grove resident said. 
Once the basics are grounded into 
the students, then students should be 
introduced to "as many fields as pos- 
sible," she said.

The State's Attorney's office Thursday 


denied a report that indictments of vil- 
lage officials are imminent as a result of 
its Investigation into corruption in Wheel- 
ing. 


The denial came following a speech by 


Plan Comr. Gilbert Monoson Wednesday 
night. He said the state's attorney's of- 
fice had told him that a county grand 
jury would be returning indictments 
against a number of Wheeling officials. 


The probe began July 31, when Mono- 


son presented Information to the state's 
attorney's office about possible conflicts 
of Interest involving Wheeling officials. 


"THE STATE'S ATTORNEY'S office 


has some information and is conducting 
an investigation," said Assistant State's 
Atty. Thomas McDonough. "But it is in- 
correct to say that Indictments are immi- 
nent, i 


"That's not to say, however, that there 


will not be Indictments' because anytime 
there is an investigation indictments are 
a possibility," McDonough said. "We just 
don't know right now." 


Since the state's attorney's In- 


vestigation was begun, several officials, 
Including Village Mgr. George Passolt, 
Plan Commission Chairman Herbert 
Lortz and village surveyor Thomas 
Popke, have been subpoenaed to appear 
before the county grand jury. 


First reports of the state's attorney's 


investigation indicated the probe would 
focus on Trustee William Hein and Plan 
Comr. Jack Metzger, possible conflicts of 
interest and secret land trust dealings. 


HEIN HAS BEEN accused of conflicts 


of interest for voting on the village pur- 
chase of auto parts and equipment from 
the firm in which he works and which is 
run by his father. He also has voted on 
purchases from an auto parts store run 
by his brother. 


Hein and Metzger have charged that 


Monoson began the Investigation for poli- 
tical reasons.' The three recently have 
been Involved in several political 
scuffles, including a recent battle over 
Monoson's handling of Jaycees* finances. 


Last May, Monoson left the Citizens' 


Action Program (CAP), of which Hein 
and Metzger are members. Wednesday 
night, Monoson announced he had joined 
the Wheeling Improvement P a r t y 
(WHIP), a rival political organization.

Elk Grove High pupils petition legislators 
Make phys ed optional: two students 


by BOB GALLAS 


Two Elk Grovo High School students 


have started a petition to change a state 
law requiring students to lake physical 
education classes In high school. 


Saying they are dissatisfied with the 


requirement and the types of physical 
education courses offered at the school, 
the two have obtained signatures from 
more than 600 student* on petitions that 
will bo forwarded to the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The organizers, seniors Richard Re- 


penning and Robin Jarmuth, have set a 
got! of 1,300-student signatures they will 
present to State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights. Mrs. Chapman said 
she will support the students, but sees 
little hope for approval of their request. 


THE PETITION states that physical 


education should be an optional, credit 
course, Bepennlng said. High School 
Dtot. 214 policy docs not give academic 
credit for the class, but requires students 
to take physical education, pass the 
course or not graduate. 


Repenning said if credit could be given 


for the course and the state requirement 
abolished, students could then substitute 
other classes for physical education. 


"It doesn't miprisc me," said Dlst. 214 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, referring to the 
student's request. "The subject is always 
coming up. Many students strongly favor 
physical education on an optional basis." 


Gilbert said the district is looking into 


alternatives to the traditional physical 
education classes. Through special state 
approval, a pilot program has been set 
up for some seniors at Wheeling High 
School which makes physical educational 
optional for at least one semester. 


SENIORS WHO accumulate the 16

50 board that Ervlti wrote 
Flynn's former employer seeking "con- 
fidential and personal Information re- 
garding my personal life." 


FLYNN SAID he has never had any 


Intention of applying for a job with Dlst. 
59. 


ERVm CALLED tho Incident a 


"vendetta against me" by The Herald, 
adding that "as far as I'm concerned the 
whole matter was closed long ago." 


Ervlti said the procedure of checking 


out prospective employes oven though 
they have not mado application "hap- 
pens repeatedly in education and other 
fields as well." 


Ervlti sold that he might have written 


tliu letter during the summer when tho 
district's acting superintendent for per- 
sonnel was on vacation. The letter to 
Flynn's former employer, Chicago City 
College, requesting Information on Flynn 
Is dated Aug. 21. 


He superintendent said he "doesn't re- 


member" who suggested Flynn's name 
as a possible candidate for employment 
In Dlst. SO. 


ERVITI SAID he was not aware that 


Flynn was a legislative candidate or that 
Flynn Is a member of the Oakton Com- 
munity College board of trustees. "I 
have no interest In politics," Erviti de- 
clared. 


In a letter of protest to the Dist. 59 


Board of Education, Flynn wrote, "In 
my opinion, this type of secret letter was 
written to gain political information that 
may be used against me in my campaign 
for state representative." 


He requested the board "instruct Dr. 


Ervlti to cease his activities relating to 
securing Information about my private 
life." 


Smiley said he believes the board 


would go beyond that, going beyond this 
one particular Incident and perhaps for- 
mula* Ing district policy to avoid similar 
situations In the future. He described the 
present situation as a "lack of policy." 


Flynn said he plans to attend the Mon- 


day night meeting of the board's policy 
committee. The meeting is scheduled 
for 7:30 p.m. In the district adminis- 
tration center, 2123 S. Arlington Heights 
Rd., Arlington Heights. 


FLYNN, WHO is not a certified teach- 


er, said he has never expressed interest 
in a job with the district. 


He taught for four years at the Amund- 


He 
left in 1970 after the college refused to 
renew his contract which would have es- 
tablished him as a tenure teacher. 


Flynn became involved in a dispute at 


the college over an administration deci- 
sion to close the Amundsen campus. It 
was that dispute which led to his dis- 
missal from the faculty, according to 
Flynn. 


Face disconnection costs 
Greenwood Park homes 
lose sewer-link permits 


Owners of 154 townhouses in the Green- 


wood Pork development in East Maine 
Township may hove to pay the cost of 
disconnecting their sump pumps and 
footing drains from the sanitary sewer 
system. 


Tho Metropolitan Sanitary District 


Thursday revoked a sanitary-sewer per- 
mit far the townshouscs located near the 
intersection of Milwaukee Avenue and 
Golf Road. The MSD board revoked the 
permit despite arguments from an at- 
torney representing developer Albert 
Frank that the Illegal stormwater con- 
nections to the sanitary-sewer system 
were approved by the MSD when the 
townhouses were built In 1030. 


Tho permit revocation is the first step 


In the MSD seeking to force the dis- 
connection of the Illegal sewer hookups. 


MANY OF THE townhouse owners 


have just recently purchased their con- 
dominium units from Frank, who bought 
the property from the Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corp. 


A spokesman for Frank said about one- 


third of tho townhouses wore purchased 
by persons who were formerly renting 
the units. 


MSD attorney Paul Lindauer Jr. said he 


believed the cost of replacing the Illegal 
connections may be a responsibility of 
the new condominium owners associ- 
ation. 


Frank's attorney Albert B. Friedman, 


argued that MSD inspectors had ap- 
proved the initial installation of the con- 
nections and therefore the MSD had no 
recourse against the current owners. 


He said that even though the MSD had 


apparently discovered the illegal con- 
nections in 1072 when the townhouses 
were owned by another developer, the 
district had not done anything to get the 
problems corrected then. 


HE SAID IT would "work a hardship" 


to enforce the permit ordinance now 
against the individual homeowners. 


He also argued that the separate sani- 


tary sewer serving the townhouse prop- 
erty flows into a large collection sewer 
which takes in combined sewage on Oak- 
ton Street In Skokie and that there is 
therefore no reason to keep the storm 
sewage out of the sewer In Maine Town- 
ship. 


But MSD engineers said that the dis- 


trict had not approved any illegal con- 
nections in 1030. The permit plans for the 
townhouse project shows sewers being 
Installed In the street and a water main, 
but no connections of sump pumps and 
footing drains to the sanitary sewer, said 
MSD Chief Engineer Forrest C. Neil. 


Nell said the blame for allowing the 


improper installations of the drains may 
rest with Cook County building in- 
spectors. 


When architects' fees are included, the 
total price is $1,140,128. 


Bids on the project were opened 


Wednesday. The low bidders are A. W. 
Heinson Co., Mundelein, general con- 
tractor, at $606,700; Pinner Electrical 
Co., Brookfield, electrical work, at 
$176,633; Kopp Sheet Metal Inc., Glen- 
view, heating, ventilation and air-condi- 
tioning work, at $119,400; and J. M. 
Krejci Co. Inc., Skokie, plumbing work, 
at $91,351. 


ARCHITECTS SAID the low bids were 


acceptable because they met specifica- 
tions and carried no voluntary alterna- 
tive clauses. The architects also said 
each of the bidders is reputable and sev- 
eral, including Heinson, Pinner and 
Krejci, have done work for the city. 


The recommendation will probably not 


go to the city council for at least a 
month. City Comptroller Duane L. Blictz 
told the committee that council action on 
the bids should probably be held off until 
bids on the sale of bonds to finance the 
construction cost are opened. 


The city plans to sell general obligation 


bonds to pay for the police building, as 
well as a parking garage for which plans 
are belng.drawn. 


Under the city's home rule authority, it 


can sell bonds totaling up to 5 per cent of 
its assessed valuation for capital im- 
provements without a voter referendum. 


Blietz told the committee he met ear- 


lier Thursday with a representative from 
the city's bond consultants, Benjamin 
and Lang, Inc. The consultant said bids 
on the bond sale could probably be 
opened Oct. 21 and recommended holding 
off the awarding of construction bids un- 
til the Noov. 4 council meeting. 


COMMITTEE MEMBERS expressed 


concern, however, that by waiting until 
Nov. 4, the 45-day guarantee period, 
which began Wednesday when bids were 
opened, would expire and prices could 
change.

The inside story 
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Teruggi death: why? 


Year has passed since Des Plaines youth died 


during Chile coup-with no questions answered 


by STEVE BROWN 


A year ago, a Des Plaines family 


waited silently for word on the fate 
of their son, who was trapped in 
Chile during the coup d'etat which 
ousted Salvator Allende. 


They waited 10 days only to learn 


their son lay dead in a Santiago mor- 
gue and they have waited 12 months 
for a full explanation of their son's 
death. 


The past year has been a cruelly 


realistic civic lesson for Frank Te- 
ruggi Sr. As he sought the truth be- 
hind his son's death, he has found 
American officials uncooperative and 
untruthful. 


SOME 200 LETTERS and 14,000 


miles of travel later, Teruggi be- 
lieves he knows the cause of his son's 
death, but he continues to press the 
U.S. government and the leaders of 
Chile's military junta for an honest 
answer. 


"I believe Frank was killed by the 


military, but I want the government 
(U.S.) to Investigate tills fully," he 
said. 


Interest in the September 1973 coup 


Had nearly faded for most Americans 
until recently when it was disclosed 
that the Central Ingelligence Agency 
and possibly Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger authorized programs to 
"destabilize" the Allende govern- 
ment. 


Revelations now continue to break 


every day and with Congressional 
pressure mounting, Teruggi hopes 
some answers about his son and U.S. 
involvement in the coup will arise. 


BIG GOVERNMENT has reached 


out and touched this Des Plaines 
printer and the embrace has been a 
bad feeling for Teruggi. 


Like many congressmen and sena- 


tors, Teruggi contends he was lied to 
by many U.S. State Dept. officials 
who said the government was not in- 
volved in Internal Chilean politics. 


"I was lied to by many of our own 


people about simple things and now I 
just wonder what else they lied 
about," Teruggi said. 


Officially, the government states 


Frank Teruggi Jr. was shot after 
being released from custody at the 
National Soccer Stadium. He had 
been arrested along with his room- 
mate, David Hathaway, in their 
apartment for violating the junta-im- 
posed curfew laws.' Chilean officials 
state Teruggi was killed by terrorists 
and not military troops. 


BUT THE PAST 12 months have 


produced a few details that poke 
holes in the government scenario. A 
letter Teruggi received through a 
contact in the Dutch embassy last 
February offered a witness* account 
of a beating inflicted on an American 
prisoner named "Frank" after Te- 
ruggi was reportedly released from 
prison. 


Chilean officials in Washington and 


Santiago admit that while release 
forms exist for almost all prisoners, 
none can be found for Teruggi. They 
contend it was just a clerical error. 


Another nagging detail is a 24-hour 


period from the time Teruggi was re- 


FRANK TERUGGI JR., shortly before 


his death one year ago Sunday. To- 


leased and the time he was brought 
to the morgue. 


A plan had been arranged between 


Teruggi and his roommate for one or 
the other to contact the American 
embassy upon release. Hathaway, 
who was turned loose five days after 
Teruggi, made the call. Embassy of- 
ficials say they never heard from Te- 
ruggi. They also Insist they have no 
record of a call from a Chilean 
friend of the pair who called the em- 
bassy the day after both men were 
arrested.

Galncs, senior vice president and econo- 


mist for the Manufacturers Hanover 
Trust Co. of New York, addressed par- 
ticipants in an economic forum Thursday 
night at the Inverness Country Club. The 
meeting was sponsored by the Suburban 
Bank Group.

Gains said the recession is 
not severe and docs not promise to snow- 
ball into a depression, despite the "grow- 
ing mood of severe uneasiness." 


Housing, retail business and electric 


utilities arc hardest hit by the current 
inflation problems, said the economist. 


IS THERE A WAY out of the inflation 


tunnel? Gaines said "the old-time reli- 
gion" of monetary and budget restraint 
can eventually bring some relief. Galncs 
believes that increased production capa- 
bility is essential to solving the problem. 


Inflation will continue at a rapid pace, 


Galncs predicts, projecting a 12 per cent 
annual inflation rate for the last half of 
the year. 


THE ECONOMIST warned that "If 


somebody pulled the confidence plug" a 
number of banks could face additional 
problems In the tight-money market. 
Galncs predicts that the prime rate will 
begin to drop within two to three weeks 
and could reach the 10 per cent mark by 
the end of the year. Long-term Interest 
rates could decline by late 1075, he said 
adding that they may currently be set 
too low. Gaines concluded that he fore- 
sees a conservative Congress in the com- 
ing year, in terms of government ex- 
penditures. 


When questioned about the problem of 


recycling Mid-East dollars from oil pro- 
ducing nations, Gaines said "As of now 
the problem is insolvablc and therefore 
irrational."

ever, does not apply to current members 
of the force since they cannot be dis- 
missed because of their civil service stat- 
us. Clark said if a veteran fireman fails 
the test for certification, ho will receive 
extra help to enable him to pass the sec- 
ond time around.

pass the exam, including the rookies. "If

exam. Instructors also must have five 
years of service as a fireman. 


Although Clark has not completed all 


the requirements, the state has allowed 
him to teach in order to get the program 
started.'Clark has only to complete 40 
more hours of education classes and take 
the state exam in January to qualify for 
instructor certification. 


NEXT YEAR THE department will 


have more certified instructors as three 
captains and 13 lieutenants will be work- 
ing their way toward teaching status. 
Clark said once these men are certified 
he will have more time to concentrate on 
planning and assisting in training. 


Clark is very pleased with the program 


and its success so far. 


"We recognize the immensity and im-

THE BOARD'S most recent offer to 


teachers, a 6.2 per cent increase in sala- 
ry, is "a fair, just, reasonable wage and 
comparable with what other people in 
other jobs In this area get," said Creek. 


Slater said reserve funds will be used 


as a cushion against inflation, a severe 
problem for school districts this year. 


"Prices are just going out of sight," 


said Slater. Bidders are submitting high- 
er prices than the district has expected, 
he said. "We were amazed. We felt we 
had a pretty good handle on the price 
increase. This year it's a different ball 
game." Slater said the reserve funds 
may not be enough to cover these in- 
creases. 


Dist. 211 placed $7 million aside in its 


site and construction fund which Slater 
said has "already been allocated for 
building six."

SLATER SAID it is "perfectly legal"

The budget also calls for $1.4 million

ance, spend it. But if we do we'll be 
short In future years," said Slater. 


Creek said he resents Tomchek's Impli- 


cations that the district has a surplus of 
money. "I'm resentful of Mr. Tomchek 
saying what he says about the education 
fund because that implies that he feels 
the education fund belongs to him.

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Candidate would add 6 area deputies 
Bensinger vows he'll Teruggi death: why? 
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patrol dumping sites

'Peter Bciulngor, Republican candidate 
for Cook County sheriff, said Thursday 
that if elected he will increase police pa- 
trol in Palatine Township to curb illegal 
dumping and vandalism. 


Bctuingcr visited a dumping bile 


Thursday in Palatine Township with 
Robert Bergman, Palatine Township 
Hlgway Commissioner. 


The site, at Northwest Highway and 


Doc Road, Is the "worst dumping site" 
of the many that the township has been 
plagued with in the past several years, 
Bergman said. 


Bcnslnger said that a "major com- 


mitment to better patrol In unincorpo- 
rated areas" is needed to control tiic Ille- 
gal dumping. Bensinger said he would 
begin by adding six more Cook County 
Sheriff's Police patrolmen to the 11 pa- 
trolmen already responsible for covering 
the northern half of Cook Conty. 


ADDITIONAL PATROLMEN uould bo 


added within a month to double the pre- 
sent patrol of unincorporated areas in 
the county, using no more than the $32 
million budget funds that are available to 
the Cook County Sheriff's Police now, 
Bensinger said. 


"It would bo dono merely with a 


change in priorities. The present sheriff

of Cook County obviously doesn't feel 
that an adequate patrol of the unincorpo- 
rated areas should be given a very high 
priority. The population in these areas 
has continually grown, and yet the patrol 
in these areas has not been increased in 
the past four years," Bensinger said. 


Bruce Gordon of the Cook County Sher- 


iff's Police said that there are generally 
tuo county police cars patrollng the unin- 
corporated areas in Palatine Township 
at all times, and that these patrolmen 
have been instructed to check on the 
dumping site at Northwest Highway and 
Doc Rood each hour. 


Bensinger said that he would require 


regular patrols, and unscheduled in- 
spections of dumping sites to catch 
people in the act of littering. 


"AN INCREASED number of sheriff's 


police in the area will make residents 
realize that we care and that we are tak- 
ing these laws against dumping and van- 
dalism seriously," Bensinger said. 


"Hopefully, tills will inspire residents 


themselves to be more conscientious and 
active in stopping these crimes. We want 
residents to report the license numbers 
and names of people who litter to police 
immediately," he said. 


Ironically, a represenataive from the 


County Department of Zoning- and Build- 
ing visited the 150-foot-long dumping site 
along Northwest Highway and Doe Road 
while Bensinger and Bergman were sur- 
veying the area. Gilbert Gurber, a coun- 
ty building inspector, said that there 
have been Sheriff's Police on patrol 
"frequently in the township" in an at- 
tempt to catch people in the act of dump- 
ing. 


"We can only do something about the 


problem if we can catch someone in the 
act. We have been unsuccessful so far, 
because people are dumping when there 
is no police car around, and the police 
cars have been here," Gurber said. 


INVESTIGATORS from the Illinois At- 


torney General's Office have also been 
investigating the dumping sites in Pala- 
tine Township, attempting to locate and 
force the property owners to clean up the 
sites. 


Investigations have been unsuccessful so 


far because many of these open sites, 
like the one at Northwest Highway and 
Doe Road, are in land trusts in various 
banks', making it difficult to identify or 
contact the owners involved. 


After Bergman's highway employes 


found more than just scrap metal, old 
matresses, and household bgarbage 
dumped in the site, he started con- 
tracting out to have the area cleared out 
periodically.- One of his workers found a 
dead German Shepherd wrapped in a 
plastic bag earlier this year on the prop- 
erty.

people about simple things and now I 
just wonder what else they lied 
about," Teruggi said. 


Officially, the government states 


Frank Teruggi Jr. was shot after 
being released from custody at the 
National Soccer Stadium. He had 
been arrested along with his room- 
mate, David Hathaway, hi their 
apartment for violating the junta-im- 
posed curfew laws. Chilean officials 
state Teruggi was killed by terrorists 
and not military troops. 


BUT THE PAST 12 months have 


produced a few details that poke 
holes in the government scenario. A 
letter Teruggi received through a 
contact in the Dutch embassy last 
February offered a witness' account 
of a beating inflicted on an American 
prisoner named "Frank" after Te- 
ruggi was reportedly released from 
prison. 


Chilean officials in Washington and 


Santiago admit that while release 
forms exist for almost all prisoners, 
none can be found for Teruggi. They 
contend it was just a clerical error. 


Another nagging detail is a 24-hour 


period from the time Teruggi was re- 


FRANK TERUGGI JR., shortly before 


his death one year ago Sunday. To- 


leased and the time he was brought 
to the morgue. 


A plan had been arranged between 


Teruggi and his roommate for one or 
the other to contact the American 
embassy upon release. Hathaway, 
who was turned loose five days after 
Teruggi, made the call. Embassy of- 
ficials say they never heard from Te- 
ruggi. They also insist they have no 
record of a call from a Chilean 
friend of the pair who called the em- 
bassy the day after both men were 
arrested.

Interviews with people who knew 


Teruggi in Chile and in the U.S. offer 
no evidence that the 24-year-old eco- 
nomics student was a troublemaker 
or an activist in Chilean politics. 


Hathaway said Teruggi did work 


with other students to publish a 
newsletter reporting news of labor 
movements outside -Chile, but this 
was looked on as a scholarly-type 
publication. 


However, Chile's Ambassador to 


the U.S., Walter Heitman, charged in 


ruggi was a student in Chile at the) 


time he died. 


a radio interview last summer that 
Teruggi was part of a left-wing 
group. 


A survey of Teruggi's friends, how- 


ever, fails to confirm Hcitman's con- 
tention. 


HEITMAN ALSO REFUSED to,re- 


spond to a Herald inquiry last June 
for additional information. He said 
there would be no use in providing 
any additional .information about the 
situation. 


Teruggi plans to continue his let- 


ter-writing campaign and may return 
to Washington, D.C., again. He was 
there during the summer, but was 
unable to gain much from the state 
department. 


"I figure the kid would have done 


the same thing for me," he said. 


There is no sure way to predict the 


outcome of his quest. It is certain 
that Teruggi, a man who served 
more than three years in the infantry 
during World War II, has lost consid- 
erable faith in the government. 


The bewilderment over his govern- 


ment's inabiloty to get the full facts 
about his son's death turned to anger 
and disappointment when reports of 
massive economic and military aid 
made to Chile by the U.S. surfaced.

Housing, retail business and electric 


utilities are hardest hit by the current 
inflation problems, said the economist. 


IS THERE A WAV out of the inflation 


tunnel? Gaines said "the old-time reli- 
gion" of monetary and budget restraint 
can eventually bring some relief. Gaines 
believes that increased production capa- 
bility is essential to solving the problem. 


Inflation will continue at a rapid pace, 


Gaines predicts, projecting a 12 per cent 
annual inflation rate for the last half of 
the year. 


THE ECONOMIST warned that "if 


somebody pulled the confidence plug" a 
number of banks could face additional 
problems in the tight-money market. 


Gaines predicts that the prime rale will 
begin to drop within two to three weeks 
and could reach the 10 per cent mark by 
the end of the year. Long-term interest 
rates could decline by late 1975, he said 
adding that they may currently be set 
too low. Gaines concluded that he fore- 
sees a conservative Congress in the com- 
ing year in terms of government ex- 
penditures. 


When questioned about the problem of 


recycling Mid-East dollars from oil pro- 
ducing nations, Gaines said "As of now 
the problem is insolvable and therefore 
irrational."

At Palatine, Quentin roads 
MSD approves easements 
to widen intersection 


Metropolitan Sanitary District board 


members voted Thursday to grant case- 
menu to allow the county to widen the 
Intersection of Palatine and Qucntln 
roads In Palatine. 


The MSD reversed its earlier stand of 


I n s i s t i n g that the county provide 
stormwatcr retention before the sanitary 
district would grant the easement. Sani- 
tary district trustees said they feared 
they would delay installation of traffic 
lights and the widening of the inter- 
section by refusing the easements. 


But the trustees did ask the sanitary 


district's legal staff to talk to county offi- 
cials about developing a program to pro- 
vide flood retention as part of all major 
highway-construction programs. 


Trustee Joan Anderson, who originally 


raised the question of withholding the 


easements on the MSD property, said she 
believed the county could use its home- 
rule powers in deciding to use motor fuel 
tax rebates for flood-control purposes. 


BUT MSD GENERAL Supt. Bart Ly- 


nnm said he feared federal and state re- 
strictions on how motor fuel tax rebates 
arc used might force the county to pay 
for flood control out of other revenues. 


Before the MSD board voted to grant 


the easements, MSD Real Estate Admin- 
istrator E. T. Karolewskl said he had 
been assured by county officials that the 
more widening of the intersection at 
Quentin and Palatine roads would not 
add to the stormwater flow in the area. 


The casements granted by the MSD 


arc on the edges of property slated for 
use as a stormwater reservoir as part of 
the Salt Creek Watershed work plan.

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Teachers seek increases in pay 
Money is there for salaries: union

A dispute concerning money available 


in the school budget erupted this week in 
teacher-salary talks in High School Dlat. 
211. 


A representative of Dlst. 211's teach- 


ers' union has charged the district has 
more money than it needs and some of 
that money could go toward raises for 
teachers. 


School officials reply that the budget is 


sound. The teachers' charges, they say, 
are just another tactic In negotiations 
which they charge arc being argued In 
the press Instead of at the bargaining 
table. 


Dlst. 211 officials "shouldn't be holding 


on to millions of dollars they don't 
need," said David Tomchek, local repre- 
sentative of the Illinois Education Assn., 
and bargaining agent for the Dist. 211 
teachers' union. 


AFTER EXAMINING the budget, 


Tomchek questioned the amount of mon- 
ey placed in reserve in six budget cate- 
gories. Ho also questioned 9750,000 In- 
cluded in the budget for equipment for a 
new high school which won't be com- 
pleted until 1077 and a balance of $1.44 
million in the education fund, left over 
from last year. 


Tomchek called the money "loose capi- 


tal." Dlst. 211 has "money floating 
around," ho added, "and it is bleeding 
the public of tax dollars." 


Dlst. 211 Business Manager James Sla- 


ter said Tomchek has never approached 
him with a complaint about the budget. 
Slater said the district's budgeting prac- 
tices are legal and it has nothing to hide. 


The budget will be on public display at 


the administration center until it is ap- 
proved by the board Thursday. 


DIST. 211 Board Prcs. Robert Creek 


said Tomchck's charges look like a sala- 
ry negotiation tactic. The budget is 
sound, ho said, and the district does not 
have any money lying around. 


When the board and teachers met with 


a mediator in negotiations late this sum- 
mer the finances of the district were 
"not an issue," said Creek. 


Ho said ho questions the motives of 


someone who "starts bringing up things 
In the press that they haven't brought up 
in negotiations." 


Early last summer Dlst. 211 teachers 


did ask the board how much money It 
had to spend on teachers salaries this 
year. According to teacher negotiators, 
the board gave them inaccurate figures 
and they did not receive a definitive an- 
swer on the financial soundness of the 
district. 


Creek said the wealth of the district 


really Isn't the point in salary negotia- 
tions. The point is how much should a 
teacher be paid, he said. "If we were the 
richest district in the world and had hugo 
bundles of money, should wo pay teach- 
ers $20,000 to start?" 


THE BOARD'S most recent offer to 


teachers, a 6.2 per cent increase in sala- 
ry, Is "a fair, just, reasonable wage and 
comparable with what other people In 
other jobs in this area get," said Creek. 


Slater said reserve funds will be used 


as a cushion against inflation, a severe 
problem for school districts this year. 


"Prices are just going out of sight," 


Village to buy 
land that may 
be underpass 


Palatine officials arc finalizing the 


$112,000 purchase of a one-acre parcel for 
a commuter parking lot and possible un- 
derpass of the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. track. 


The Palatine Village Board has author- 


ized Village Atty. Bradley Glass to offer 
the owners of the property $112,000, a 
$2,000 Increase from the previously ap- 
proved acquisition price. Glass said the 
$112,000 was the price set by the owners 
of the property and he did not anticipate 
any problem in acquiring the property. 


The Immediate plans for the parcel are 


for a commuter parking lot. The land is 
adjacent to an misting commuter park- 
ing lot and is located south of the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. tracks be- 
tween Maple and Cedar streets. 


The location of the property makes It 


feasible for the future construction of an 
underpass of the railroad tracks at Cedar 
Street. 


Construction of a 32-unlt apartment 


building and retention basin on the prop- 
erty was approved by the village board a 
year ago. The deadline for construction 
of the retention basin expired in April, 
voiding the approval.

said Slater. Bidders are submitting high- 
er prices than the district has expected, 
he said. "We were amazed. We felt we 
had a pretty good handle on the price 
increase. This year it's a different ball 
game." Slater said the reserve funds 
may not be enough to cover these in- 
creases. 


Dlst. 211 placed $7 million aside In its 


site and construction fund which Slater 
said has "already been allocated for 
building six." Dist. 211 will hold a $22 
million bond referendum next month to 
finance a sixth high school and additions 
to four other school buildings. The $7 
million the district already has is not 


enough to complete the sixth school. 


Another $750,000 is listed in the educa- 


tion fund of the budget for "movable 
equipment" for the sixth high school, 
said Slater. 


SLATER SAID it is "perfectly legal" 


to take the money out of the education 
fund which is used mainly for teacher 
salaries and instructional supplies. It has 
been the board's policy to spread the 
cost of a new school over several differ- 
ent funds with different tax levies. "We 
think that's good planning," said Slater. 


The budget also calls for $1.4 million 


balance in the education fund after ex- 
penses are paid next year. 


Slater said this money could be used 


for three purposes: 


• It may be needed if the reserve fund 


is used up. 


• It may be used to build the sixth 


high school if the referendum falls. 


• It will come in handy next year 


when the district- will have to roll back 
taxes according to new state funding 
guidelines. 


"Some people say if you have a bal- 


ance, spend it. But if we do we'll be 
short in future years," said Slater. 


Creek said he resents Tomchek's impli- 


cations that the district has a surplus of 
money. "I'm resentful of Mr. Tomchek 
saying what he says about the education 
fund because that implies that he feels 
the education fund belongs to him. It 
doesn't. It belongs to the taxpayers."

Sept. 30 in Arlington Hts. 
1,000 urged to attend Peniggi death: why? 
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hearing on race track

The Wcstgate Civic Assn. has begun to 


marshal the nearly 1,000 homeowners in 
tho Arlington Heights subdivision for the 
Sept. 30 public hearing on the possible 
extension of the village's annexation 
agreement with Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


A newsletter being sent this week to 


homeowners directly cast of the race 
track urges their attendance at the pub- 
lic hearing and questions about whether 
the agreement should be extended for 
five more years as race track officials 
have asked. 


Howard Hill, president of the Dawn- 


gate Homeowners Assn. of Rolling 
Meadows said he plans to attend tho pub- 
lic hearing and also discuss the race 
track's housing development plans with 
Dawngate homeowners living south of 
Euclid and west of HI. Rio. S3 next 
month. 


Rolling Meadows Aid. Merrill A. 


Wuerch, 1st, also said he is concerned 
about an extension of the annexation 
agreement and the large-scale housing 
plans. 


•I LIVE A BLOCK south of Euclid. 


When they have closed circuit television 
fights you can't go anywhere. We have 
people parking on our lawns and every- 
thing else. This would increase all traf- 
fic, not just during special events or the 
summer," Wuerch sold. 


The Wcstgate newsletter notes the spe- 


cial land development privileges given 
the race track in the annexation agree- 
ment it signed with the village in 1969. 
The agreement is now set to expire Oct. 
20. 


"If you feel that a specific commercial 


enterprise (the owners of the race track 
property) is entitled to be exempted 
from the building and development regu- 
lations and ordinances to which all other 


commercial enterprises and private dti- 
zens in the village are subject, throw this 
newsletter away," it states In part. 


"The real, and the principal issue is 


quite simple. Why should there be an ex- 
ception to the general rules?" 


ARLINGTON PARK officials have re- 


quested the extension in order to give 
them more time to .complete plans for a 
5,716-unit housing plan, which Includes 
townhouses, and high-rise 32-story build- 
ings. 


Under the annexation agreement, the 


race track is able to request approval of 
the housing project witout having to peti- 
tion for variations from the village zon- 
ing ordinance. The agreement also freez- 
es all building, public hearing and in- 
spection fees at their 1969 level. 


"The officers of the Westgate Civic 


Assn. urge you to attend this meeting. If

High hopes for newcomer 
'Shot in arm' for library?

Judy Droscher, new head librarian of 


thn Rolling Meadows Library, is deter- 
mined to develop the library into a place 


Rolling Meadows residents will use. 


Mrs. Drcschcr, 28, began her $15,000- 


a-ycar job at the library this week,, com- 
ing to Rolling Meadows from Cincinnati. 


She was a branch librarian and branch 
supervisor for the large Cincinnati public 
library system during the three years 
she lived there. She came to this area 
with her husband, Robert, network devel- 
opment consultant for the Suburban Li- 
brary System in the western suburbs. 


Mrs. Drescher, a native of south Pitts- 


burgh, Pa., was an English major at 
Grove City College in Pennsylvania. She 
received a Master's degree in library sci- 
ence at the University of Pittsburgh, and 
did post-graduate work in business and 
personnel management at the University 
of Cincinnati. 


ALTHOUGH HER first days on the job 


have been occupied with getting to know 
library procedures and Illinois library 
law, Mrs. Drescher already has definite 
plans for increasing the library's appeal. 
She hopes to spend a good part of the 
library's yearly budget, now at $160,000, 
on building the reference section. She 
says that it is adequate now, but does not 
contain enough material to serve special- 
ized needs. 


When a planned remodeling is com- 


pleted, audio visual material and equip- 
ment will be available to library users, 
she said and added that it's a fine selec- 
tion. She'd like to continue to expand this 
service and is pleased with the library's 
record collection. 


Simple rearrangement of present ser- 


vices, such as the art and music corner, 
will make them more visible to the pub- 
lic, she added. 


Getting the community involved in the 


library is another of Mrs. Drescher's 
goals. She'd like to add more children's 
programs and develop adult discussion 
groups. A service to shutins is an old 
library program she'd like to revive this 
winter as well.

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Year has passed since Des Plaiues youth died 


during Chile coup —with no questions answered

A year ago, a Des Plalnes family 


waited silently for word on the fate 
of their son, who was trapped in 
Chile during the coup, d'etat which' 
ousted Salvator Allende. 


They waited 10 days only to learn 


their son lay dead in a Santiago mor- 
gue and they have waited 12 months 
for a full explanation of their son's 
death. 


The past year has been a cruelly 


realistic civic lesson for Frank Te- 
ruggi Sr. As he sought the truth be- 
, hind his son's death, he has found 
American officials uncooperative and 
untruthful. 


SOME 200 LETTERS and 14,000 


miles of travel later, Teruggi be- 
lieves he knows the cause of his son's 
death, but he continues to press the 
U.S. government and the leaders of 
Chile's military junta for an honest 
answer. 


"I believe Frank was killed by the 


military, but I want the government 
(U.S.) to investigate this fully," he 
said. 


Interest in the September 1973 coup 


had nearly faded for most Americans 
until recently when It was disclosed 
that the Central Ingelligence Agency 
and possibly Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger authorized programs to 
"destabilize" the Allende govern- 
ment. 


Revelations now continue to break 


every day and with Congressional 
pressure mounting, Teruggi hopes 
some answers about his son and U.S.' 
involvement in the coup will arise. 


BIG GOVERNMENT has reached 


out and touched this Des Plaines 
printer and the embrace has been a 
bad feeling for Teruggi. 


Like many congressmen and sena- 


tors, Teruggi contends he was lied to 
by many U.S. State Dept. officials 
who said the government was not in- 
volved in internal Chilean politics. 


"I was lied to by many of our own 


people about simple things and now I 
just wonder what else they lied 
about," Teruggi said. 


Officially, the government states 


Frank Teruggi Jr. was shot after 
being released from custody at the 
National "Soccer Stadium. He had 
been arrested along with his room- 
mate, David Hathaway, in their 
apartment for violating the junta-im- 
posed curfew laws. Chilean officials 
state Teruggi was killed by terrorists 
and not military troops. 


BUT THE PAST 12 months have 


produced a few details that poke 
' holes in the government scenario. A 
letter Teruggi received through a 
contact in the Dutch embassy last 
February offered a witness' account 
of a beating inflicted on an American 
prisoner named "Frank" after Te- 
ruggi was reportedly released from 
prison. 


Chilean officials in Washington and 


Santiago admit that while release 
forms exist for almost all prisoners, 
none can be found for Teruggi. They 
contend it was just a clerical error. 


Another nagging detail is a 24-hour 


period from the time Teruggi was re-

leased and the time he was brought 
to the morgue. 


A plan had been arranged between 


Teruggi and his roommate for one or 
the other to contact the American 
embassy upon release. Hathaway, 
who was turned loose five days after 
Toruggl, made the call. Embassy of- 
ficials say they never heard from Te- 
ruggi. They also insist they have no 
record of a call from a Chilean 
friend of the pair who called the em- 
bassy the day after both men were 
arrested. 


TERUGGI HOPES the new dis- 


closures regarding the CIA in- 
volvement will bring about the full 
Congressional investigation he has 
been seeking. 


Interviews with people who knew 


Teruggi in Chile and in the U.S. offer 
no evidence that the 24-year-old eco- 
nomics student was a troublemaker 
or an activist in Chilean politics. 


Hathaway said Teruggi did work 


with other students to publish a 
newsletter reporting news of labor 
movements outside Chile, but this 
was looked en as a scholarly-type 
publication. 


However, Chile's Ambassador to 


the U.S., Walter Heltman, charged in 


a radio interview last summer that 
Teruggi was part of a left-wing 
group. 


A survey of Teruggi's friends, how- 


ever, fails to confirm Hcitman's con- 
tention. 


HEITMAN ALSO REFUSED to re- 


spond to a Herald inquiry last June 
for additional information. He said 
there would be no use in providing 
any additional information about the 
situation. 


Teruggi plans to continue his let- 


ter-writing campaign and may return 
to Washington, D.C., again. He was 
there during the summer, but was 
unable to gain much from the state 
department. 


"I figure the kid would have done 


the same thing for me," he said. 


There is no sure way to predict the 


outcome of his quest. It is certain 
that Teruggi, a man who served 
more than three years in the Infantry 
during World War II, has lost consid- 
erable faith in the government. 


The bewilderment over his govern- 


ment's inabiloty to get the full facts 
about his son's death turned to anger 
and disappointment when reports of 
massive economic and military aid 
made to Chile by the U.S. surfaced.

City may hire 'apartments inspector' 


Rolling Meadows officials are consid- 


ering hiring a housing inspector for 
apartment buildings in the city, said 
Charles Green, the city's administrative 
assistant. 


This year's budget allows $12,000 for a 


full-time housing inspector to aid the city 
sanitarian in keeping local apartments 
up to par, but no one has been hired be- 
cause tax revenues have been slow to 
arrive, Green said. City Mgr. James E. 
Watson would supervise the interviewing 
and hiring of any candidates, Green said, 
and Watson will be gone for the next sev- 
eral weeks due to illness. 


Green said that a housing inspector 


primarily would respond to citizen com- 
plaints about health conditions in the 
city's large apartment complexes. Some 
of the largest complexes in Rolling 
Meadows are Meadow Trace, Sugar 
Plum Apartments, KIngswalk, Three 
Fountains, Algonquin Park Apartments 
and Georgetown Apartments. 


THE HOUSING inspector would work 


with City Sanitarian Bruno Manella In 
coordinating inspection standards. His 
specific duties are part of the city's envi- 
ronmental housing code, now being 
drawn up by the board of health. Ken- 
neth Johnson, president of the board, 


said the environmental housing code Is 
"all-encompassing" and written in scien- 
tific terms, but Watson has asked that an 
addendum written in lay language de- 
scribing a housing inspector's duties be 
attacked. After Watson approves the en- 
tire package, it will go to the city council 
for final approval. 


Manella said that he sees the job as 


one of enforcing "a good clean housing 
environment for our apartment dwel- 
lers." Johnson said that a housing In- 
spector would have to have a full knowl- 
edge of construction and specifications. 
Training in spotting health hazards, he 
said, could be given on the job.

Bensinger vows dump site patrol

Peter Bensinger, Republican candidate 


for Cook County sheriff, said Thursday 
that If elected he will Increase police pa- 
trol in Palatine Township to curb Illegal 
dumping and vandalism. 


Bensinger visited a dumping site 


Thursday In Palatine Township with 
Robert Bergman, Palatine Township 
Hlgway Commissioner. 


Thn site, at Northwest Highway and 


Doo Road, la the "worst dumping site" 
of the many that the township has been 
plagued with In the past several years, 
Bergman said. 


Bensinger said that a "major com- 


mitment to better patrol In unincorpo- 
rated areas" Is needed to control the ille- 
gal dumping. Bensinger said he would 
begin by adding six more Cook County 
Sheriff's Police patrolmen to the 11 pa- 
trolmen already responsible for covering 
the northern half of Cook Conty. 


ADDITIONAL PATROLMEN would be 


added within a month to double the pre- 
sent patrol of unincorporated areas in 
the county, using no more than the $32 
million budget funds that arc available to 
the Cook County Sheriff's Police now, 
Bensinger said. 


"It would bo done merely with a 


change in priorities. The present sheriff 
of Cook County obviously doesn't feel 
that an adequate patrol of the unincorpo- 
rated areas should be given a very high 
priority. The population in these areas 
has continually grown, and yet the patrol 
In these areas has not been increased in 
the past four years," Bensinger said. 


Village to buy 
land that may 
be underpass 


Palatine officials aro finalizing the 


$112,000 purchase of a one-acre parcel for 
a commuter parking lot and possible un- 
derpass of the Chicago and North West- 
ern Ry. track. 


The Palatine Village Board has author- 


ized Village Atty. Bradley Glass to offer 
the owners of the property 5112,000, a 
$2,000 increase from the previously ap- 
proved acquisition price. Glass said the 
$112,000 was the price set by the owners 
of the property and he did not anticipate 
any problem in acquiring the property. 


The Immediate plans for the parcel are 


for a commuter parking lot. The land Is 
adjacent to an existing commuter park- 
Ing lot and U located south of the Chi- 
cago and North Western Ry. tracks be- 
tween Maple and Cedar streets. 


The location of the property makes it 


feasible for the future construction of an 
underpass of the railroad tracks at Cedar 
Street. 


Construction of a 32-unlt apartment

Bruce Gordon of the Cook County Sher- 


iff's Police said that there are generally 
two county police cars pntrollng the unin- 
corporated areas in Palatine Township 
at all times, and that these patrolmen- 
have been instructed to check on the 
dumping site at Northwest Highway and 
Doo Road each hour. 


Bensinger said that he would require 


regular patrols, and unscheduled in- 
spections of dumping sites to catch 
people in the act of Uttering. 


"AN INCREASED number of sheriff's 


police in the area will make residents 
realize that we care and that we are tak- 
ing these laws against dumping and van- 
dalism seriously," Bensinger said. 


"Hopefully, this will inspire residents 


themselves to be more conscientious and 
acitve in stopping these crimes. We want 
residents to report the license numbers 
and names of people who litter to police 
immediately," he said. 


Ironically, a represenatalve from the 


County Department of Zoning and Build- 
ing visited the 150-foot-long dumping site 
along Northwest Highway and Doe Road 
while Bensinger and Bergman were sur- 
veying the area. Gilbert Gurber, a coun- 
ty building Inspector, said that there 
have been Sheriff's Police on patrol 
"frequently in the township" in an at- 
tempt to catch people in the act of dump- 
ing. 


"We can only do something about the 


problem if we can catch someone in the 
act. We have been unsuccessful so far, 
because people are dumping when there 
is no police car around, and the police 
cars have been here," Gurber said. 


INVESTIGATORS from the Illinois At- 


torney General's Office have also'been 


investigating the dumping sites in Pala- 
tine Township, attempting to locate and 
force the property owners to clean up the 
sites. 


Investigations have been unsuccessful so 


far because many of these open sites, 
like the one at Northwest Highway and 
Doe Road, are in land trusts in various 
banks, making it difficult to identify or 
contact the owners involved. 


After Bergman's highway employes 


found more than just scrap metal, old 
matresses, and household bgarbage 
dumped in the site, he started con- 
tracting out to have the area cleared out 
periodically. One of his workers found a 
dead German Shepherd wrapped in a 
plastic bag earlier this year on the prop- 
erty.

Estates? 


Pres. Hayter sees problems as village marks 15th year 


by TONI GINNETTI 


The problems facing Hoffman Estates 


in the coming years may well revolve 
•round (ho same nemesis crippling the 
country today — Inflation. 


Economic woes, a shrinking money 


supply and increasing demand for ser- 
vices could be the major concerns of the 
village as It enters its 16th year, Village 
Pros. Virginia Hayter said this week. 


"The main problem will be maintain- 


ing services If inflation continues," she 
predicted. 


HER COMMENTS came during an in- 


terview looking back on the village's IS 
years since Incorporation and taking a 
glimpse Into the future of Hoffman Es- 
tates. Since Its Incorporation In 1950, the 
village has grown to house a population 
of more than 32,000, but continued 
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growth and the ability to provide for the 
needs of growth will be critical factors in 
the near future, Mrs. Hayter said. 


"I see problems if inflation continues, 


cither in expanding services or maintain- 
ing those we have If an ideal level has 
been reached," she said. "There Just 
isn't that kind of moeny coming in." 


She said the 5 per cent utility tax the 


village will begin collecting Jan. 1 on 
gas, electric and telephone bills is a jus- 
tified temporary measure to bolster the 
village economy and pay for the take 
over of the debt-ridden Hoffman Estates 
Fire Protection District. 


Another alternative may have to be 


more Industrial development, which is 
likely to be aimed at the village's west- 
ern borders, she said. Mrs. Hayter said 
industrial development rather than com- 
mercial or residential growth will have 
to be the mainstay of the village's future 
to maintain a sound financial base. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT likely 


will take place on the western borders 
near Harrington Road and west of the 
Poplar Creek Forest Preserve to Sutton 
Road. 


If industrial growth is to take place, 


however, transportation means linking 
the western limits to the village's major 
roads on the east will have, to be pro- 
vided, she added. "Transportation is a nee 
essnry adjunct to industrial zoning. 


Changes in the way In which sales tax 


Is distributed by the state also may be 
necessary, she said. Currently one cent 
of every five cents paid in sales tax is 
returned by the state to the community 
in which it was collected. But the system 
hurts many towns, such as Hoffman Es- 
tates, whose residents shop at regional 
shopping centers outside their village 
boundaries. 


"We should have a fair 'share of the 


take," Mrs."Hayter said. "It must be 
recognized that (government) is a bust-

Residents opinion: 'We like it here' 


It Is a middle-class suburb of mostly 


well-kept homes, spaced loosely on quiet 
blocks, laced with manicured driveways, 
tucked securely between high-speed 
roads and sprawling, impersonal apart- 
ment complexes. 


It Is the home of transplanted Chlca- 


goans and big city dwellers who sought 
escape from the impersonal, sometimes 
awesome magnitude of the metropolis. 


It Is the typical young suburb, which 


erupted Into being In the 1960s, a striking 
contrast of modern buildings and busi- 
ness abutting Illinois cornfields. 


LAST YEAR A national magzlne de- 


scribed Hoffman Estates as a prime ex- 
ample of "urban misery" — a commu- 
nity that "has remained a bedroom town 
with settlements separated from each 
other. 


"To visitors, Hoffman Estates is the 


archetype of the anonymous suburb, Its 


scaled-down ranch houses and colonials 
merging without notice into neighboring 
Schaumburg," the magazine article in U. 
S. News and World Report said in De- 
cember. 


However, residents questioned on their 


thoughts about the village as it cele- 
brates its 15th birthday disagree with 
that opinion. 


"I really like living here," Gall WIs- 


nlcwski said. "It is pretty much of a bed- 
room community, but I like the way 
things are being handled here. But I 
wouldn't be in favor of merging with 
Schaumburg," she said. "I think that's 
the worst thing that could happen. I don't 
think it would be good at all." 


Another resident, Joann Letmanski 


who has lived in the Winston Knolls sub- 
division for four years, said she likes the 
village as It is but hopes more single- 
family homes instead of apartments are 
built in the future. 


THERE IS NOTHING Ann Maither, a 


five-year village resident, said she would 
"particularly change" about the town. "I 
like living here. I just think it's great." 


Mrs. M. Wasserraan, however, thinks 


the village should attempt to provide 
more in recreation and activity for resi- 
dents. "There should be more to do than 
just Woodfield," the five-year resident 
said. 


The comments are typical of most resi- 


dents' opinions, reflected by a village 
survey conducted in the spring. Most of 
the 280 polled said they liked the commu- 
nity in which they lived, but added they 
thought taxes are too high. 


The village this week marks its 15th 


year of Incorporation and 20th year since 
the Hoffmah-Rosner Corp. purchased the 
165-acre Arthur Hammerstein farm and 
began what is now the 32,000-populated 
village.

Millions in budget schools 
don't need, teachers charge 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


A dispute concerning money available 


in the school budget erupted this week in 
teacher-salary talks -in High School Dist. 
211. 


A representative of Dist. 211's teach- 


ers' union has charged the district has 
more money than it needs and some of 
that money could go toward raises for 
teachers. 


School officials reply that the budget is 


sound. The teachers' charges, they say, 
are just another tactic in negotiations 
which they charge are being argued in 
the press instead of at the bargaining 
table. 


Dist. 211 officials "shouldn't be holding 


on to millions of dollars they don't 
need," said David Tomchek, local repre- 
sentative of the Illinois Education Assn., 
and bargaining agent for-the Dist. 211 
teachers' union. 


AFTER 
EXAMINING the budget, 


Tomchek questioned the amount of mon- 
ey placed-In reserve in six budget cate- 
gories. He also questioned $750,000 in- 
cluded in the budget for equipment for a 
new high school which won't be com- 
pleted until 1977 and a balance of $1.44 
million in the education fund, left over 
from last year. 


Tomchek called the money "loose capi- 


tal." Dist. 211 has "money floating 
around," he added, "and It is bleeding 
the public of tax dollars." 


Dist. 211 Business'Manager James Sla- 


ter said Tomchek has never approached 
him with a complaint about the budget. 
Slater said the district's budgeting prac- 
tices are legal and it has nothing to hide.

"not an Issue," said Creek. 


He said he questions the motives of

Early last summer Dist. 211 teachers 


did ask the.board how much money it 
had to spend on teachers salaries this 
year. According to teacher negotiators, 
the board gave them inaccurate figures 
and they did not receive a definitive an- 
swer on the financial soundness of the 
district. 


Creek said the wealth of the district 


really isn't the point in salary negotia- 
tions. The point Is how much should a 
teacher be paid, he said. "If we were the 
richest district in the world and had huge 
bundles of money, should we pay teach- 
ers $20,000 to start?" 


THE BOARD'S most recent offer to 


teachers, a 6.2 per cent increase in sala- 
ry, is "a fair, just, reasonable wage and 
comparable with what other people In 
other jobs In this area get," said Creek. 


Slater said reserve funds will be used 


as a cushion against inflation, a severe 
problem for school districts this year. 


"Prices are just going out of sight," 


said Slater. Bidders are submitting high- 
er prices than the district has expected, 
he said. "We were amazed. We felt we 
had a pretty good handle on the price 
increase. This year it's a different ball 
game." Slater said the reserve funds 
may not be enough to cover these in- 
creases.

ness. Wo have to pay the bills like every- 
one else." 


A CHANGE IN the sales tax dis- 


tribution method also might compensate 
for problems created In communities ad- 
Jaccnt to largo shopping centers, prob- 
lems like those which Hoffman Estates 
has experienced with the growth of the 
Woodflcld Shopping Center. 


The giant mall "disturbed the equili- 


brium" and has had a two-fold effect — 
ono beneficial and one detrimental — on 
the village, Mrs. Haytcr said. 


"It has stabilized the tax base," par- 


ticularly in unloading much of the school 
tax burden from residents, she said. 
However, traffic through the village has 


Increased and the success of local mer- 
chants has declined because of the busi- 
ness drain to the shopping center. 


A N O T H E R PROMINENT problem 


may be the village's need to provide for 
a supplemental water source in the fu- 
ture, Mrs. Hayter said. 


"Wo will have to supplement our wells 


with Lake Michigan water," she said. 
"That must come. We still would fall 
within the range of Lake Michigan, but 
we're the cut-off. Anything west of us 
will have to go to the Fox River." 


Future development in the village is 


not likely to include much more residen- 
tial growth, she said. "There is enough 
housing now." 


The village's population is almost 


evenly divided between more than 6,000 
single-family home units and about 4,000 
apartment units, according to recent fig- 
ures. 


FUTURE RESIDENTIAL expansion in 


two pockets of the village could double 
the village's population. One is the Moon 
Lake Village development where zoning 
exists for 6,700 apartment units on land 
bounded by Higgins, Harrington and Golf 
roads. The other is Westbury, where 
2,509 apartments and 1,463 townhouses 
are zoned in the village's northern sector 
near Palatine Road. Another 78 acres 
west of Westbury is zoned for 1,352 
apartment units. 


Development of the housing depends, 


however, on the availability of money to 
build, making it difficult to predict 


Country Lane project approved 


growth potential, Mrs. Hayter said. She 
added, however, she expects Hoffman 
Estates to remain "predominantly a 
single-family village. 


The rapid residential growth that took 


place in the village in the late 1960's and 
early 1970's is not likely to occur again, 
Mrs. Hayter added. 


OTHER ASPECTS OF growth that will 


need attention include health services 
and expanded education of the public in 
both mental and physical health, Mrs. 
Hayter said. 


"In a family community I see more 


need for physicians. I would hope doctors 
would give serious thought to providing a 
group of perhaps registered nurses, 
paramedics and para-professionals that 
would make housecalls," she said. 


The village also will have a new hospi- 


tal — the Community Hospital of Hoff- 
man Estates — to be built near Higgins 
and Harrington roads.

ation official said he and other Lancer 
Park residents left Wednesday's zoning 
board meeting with "bitter feelings" af- 
ter a 710 unit townhousc-condomlnlum 
apartment project was approved over 
their objections.

"Our objection to both height end den- 


sity still stands and we also object to the 
traffic that this development will create 
on already overcrowded roads," Parkash 
said Thursday.

project, through local taxes.

ers, and runnerups, and near-misses, and 
excuses, and all that sort of thing, but we 
outdid ourselves in 1969. - 


There was the great collapse by the 


Chicago Cubs, or If you still smart over 
any suggestion of a collapse, you could 
call It the great charge of the New York 
Mets. Either way. It was a disaster. 


The Chicago White Sox lost 94 games 


but that actually was an Improvement 
over 1968 when they lost 95. They went 
on to lose 106 In 1970. 


Then there was the unbelievably dis- 


mal 1-13 season for the. Chicago Bears, a 
season that was highlighted (It was a 
rough season for highlights) by the out- 
burst of a young quarterback who will be 
the special guest next Friday at the Pad- 
dock Pro Sports Club luncheon at Arling- 
ton Park Towers. 


It's really unfair to a very talented 


athlete, a man who now has demonstra- 
ted his ability as a professional quarter- 
back, to continually bring up the past. 


What's fascinating is that the famous 


1969 "bleep" incident, when Carter be- 
rated his coach and the Bears' organiza- 
tion to the press, actually turned around 
a sputtering career. 


Carter, a 6-foot-l, 195-pounder, comes

To understand just what happened that 


winter day in 1969 you have to go back to 
1968, Carter's first year with the Bears, 
his first season after a spectacular col- 
lege career at Brlgham Young Univer- 
sity where he led the nation in total of- 
fense. 


He was drafted by Chicago in the sixth 


round of the 1967 AFL-NFL draft and 
spent that first season with the taxi 
squad. 


When Injuries hit Jack Concannon and 


Rudy Bukich in 1968 and Larry Rake- 
straw failed to impress anyone, Carter 
was activated as the backup. On Oct. 6 
he replaced Rakestraw In the third peri- 
od against Baltimore, a game already 
lost. 


Rakestraw started against Detroit the 


following week, the Bean lost again, and 
now bead coach Jim Dooley decided to 
entrust what was left of their slim bopet 


to Carter. Virg got his first starting as- 
signment against Philadelphia on Oct. 20 
and the Bean won 29-16. 


For an exciting month in 1968 Carter 


was the toast of Chicago. The Bears beat 
Minnesota, Green Bay and San Fran- 
cisco and Carter completed 16 passes for 
234 yards against the 49ers, a victory 
marred by a tragic Injury to Gale Sa- 
yers. 


Dooley praised the youngster at quar- 


terback, although not so much for his 
ability as his spirit. 


"Virgil was ... well, I guess the best 


you can say was that he was the fourth 
string quarterback," Dooley said. "You 
know what that's like? It's like being the 
last guy in the stag line at the senior 
prom. You never get a dance with the 
girls. The kid just never gave up. He 
never lost hope."

move. He benched Concannon and in- 
stead of sending In the patient Carter, he 
started the rookie Bobby Douglass at 
quarterback. 


The Bears 
stumbled

In their 13th came, with onlv nnp 
win, Dooley started Carter against Green 
Bay. Vlrg wasn't sharp in the first half, 
completing only two pastes for 17 yards, 
and Dooley replaced him with Douglass. 
The Bears lost 21-3. 


Newsmen trooped into the Chicago 


locker room expecting the usual quotes 
from a team going nowhere, but an an- 
gry Carter proceeded to berate Dooley 
unsparingly for 10 minutes. 


"He said In the paper that he wasn't 


going to bring in Douglass," Vlrg 
stormed. "I'd call that a liar," adding 
that Dooley had offered no explanation 
for the change. "He didn't have the guts 
to tell me." 


This was so uncharacteristic of the 


handsome, intelligent young athlete that 
the writers were stunned. Vlrg contin- 
ued. 


"It's the third time they've done this to 


me this year and I guess I should be 
used to It, but it'll be the last. The only 
way I'll come back here," he raged, "Is 
to ploy out my option, and I hope they 
won't be so bleep (there It Is, fans) as to 
make me do that." 


Carter's stormy outburst, which also 


included a blast at assistant coach Sid 
Luckman for being "oblivious to what 
we're doing from week to week," set off 
Papa Bear. 


George Hnlas hinted that some un- 


known person bad a "dire influence" on 
Carter. 


"What a great young man he was last 


year," the Bears' owner said. "Nobody 
can have such a change without someone 
influencing him or urging him." 


Halas fined Carter $1,000 and sus- 


pended him. He soon had Vlrg shuffling 
off to Buffalo on waivers, and in August 
of 1970 Carter was traded to Cincinnati. 


Virgil Carter's career turned around 


when he stood up for what he felt was 
right. People far too often get knocked 
down and refuse to battle back, even 
when they've obviously been treated un- 
fairly. It happens in every business. 


You ask only for a fair shot, a chance 


to prove yourself. You wait for that 
chance. When it comes, and when you 
produce and still get knocked down, you 
start asking questions. 


Many people ask the questions only to 


themselves and keep quiet. They don't 
want to make waves. 


Vlrg Carter asked his questions to the

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'Prospectus9 


gets $11,000 
from 2 groups

A total of $11,000 from two govern- 


mental grants will be used to expand the 
personnel and services at Prospectus, a 
social-service program operated by the 
Village of Mount Prospect. 


A $6,000 grant from Wheeling Town- 


ship's federal revenue sharing funds will 
bo combined with a $5,000 grant from the 
Illinois Dangerous Drug Commission to 
finance the hiring of another full-time 
professional, according to Sandra Klnser, 
Prospectus* supervisor of services. 


The hiring of the new person will near- 


ly double the Prospectus staff since Mrs. 
Klnser Is currently the only full-time pro- 
fessional. One half-time professional and 
20 volunteers also are involved In the 
program. 


Tho new staff member will become the 


coordinator of the program's hotline op- 
eration and will be responsible for ex- 
tending crisis intervention services. In 
addition, Mrs. Klnser said the additional 
personnel will be used to develop a drug 
education program and supportive ser- 
vices for persons Involved with drugs. 


PROSPECTUS LAST year received 


about 2,000 calls on its hotline from per- 
sons of all ages seeking counseling for 
pregnancy, drug problems, venereal dis- 
ease and a variety of other personal 
problems. 


Marjorlo C. Boswell, the village's 


health service director, said another 284 
persons received further counseling from 
Prospectus.

er full-time professional since last spring 
when money for that position was re- 
quested during village budget reviews. 
"So we have felt for some time that we 
were short of personnel," Mrs. Klnser 
said.' 


THE SUPERVISOR said the impact of 


the grants will be felt shortly since she 
hopes to have the new staff member 
hired in the next four weeks. She said

Water is not 
contaminated: 
health panel 


The Mount Prospect Health Dcpt. has 


Issued an "all clear" to residents In the 
northeast section of the village, saying it 
is no longer necessary to boll their drink- 
ing water because of possible con- 
tamination. 


Lab reports returned at 8:30 a.m. 


Thursday showed that water from the 
Citizens Utilities Co. lines In the area 
was not contaminated by Wednesday's 
severe drop In water pressure. The labo- 
ratory reported that water Is free of any 
contaminates and is now considered safe 
for drinking. 


Mount Prospect residents serviced by 


Citizens Utilities were advised to boil ail 
drinking water until 1 p.m. Friday after 
the village received a flood of calls 
Wednesday from residents who said they 
were without water. 


Tho loss of water pressure was caused 


by a failure in the utility company's 
communication system, according to a 
representative of that firm. The system 
should automatically have switched on 
booster pumps when water pressure be- 
gan to drop. When the pumps did not 
kick on, the area was left with minimal 
water pressure. 


Health department officials said that 


bacteria can enter the water system 
when pressure drops to a minimal level, 
and therefore issued the boiling advisory. 


The village Is notifying residents of the 


all clear by contacting radio stations and 
newspapers. Persons calling village hall 
about the problem also are beeing in- 
formed of the test results. 


IN ADDITION TO the number of accidents which 
have occurred at the River Road construction site 


between Euclid Avenue and Tano Lane, residents 
have been complaining about signs and barricades 


being knocked down. Some also say the road 
poorly marked.

In Huntington Commons development 
Police patrol sought for two streets

The public works committee of the 


Mount Prospect Village Board is looking 
for a way to extend police enforcement 
powers to two private streets in the 
Huntington Commons development. 


Residents 
of Huntington Commons 


charge that drivers are using Hunt Club 
and Huntington Commons roads as short 
cuts through major intersections, creat- 
ing traffic and speeding problems. They 
have asked the village to accept dedica- 
tion of the roads so that police can take 
speeders to court. 


Committee members, however, said 


the village would be setting a dangerous 
precedent if the streets were dedicated. 
Trustee Richard Hendricks said that oth- 
er developments might also ask the vil- 
lage to take over their streets. If the vil- 
lage accepted the streets, it would be- 
come responsible for all maintenance In- 
cluding snow plowing and repairs. 


TRUSTEE GEORGE Anderson said 


Kenroy, Inc., developers of Huntington 
Commons, computed the five acres of 
street area in its density. He sid this en- 
titled Kenroy to 190 extra units, which he 
valued at about $750,000. 


Anderson said .the dedication also 


would create violations of the village's 
set-back requirements. He said since 
Huntington Commons is still under con- 
struction, the village would be accepting 
major maintenance responsibilities by 
taking over the streets. 


The committee asked the village attor- 


ney to prepare a legal opinion on wheth- 
er an ordinance could be passed to give 
police the right to enforce speed limits 
within the development. They said if 
such an ordinance cannot be passed, the 
village will explore other ways of solving 
the traffic problem. 
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The widening of Euclid Avenue in 


'northeast Mount Prospect has been up- 
setting to both area residents and driv- 
ers. 


Motorists have been complaining be- 


cause of the barricades and changes In 
their 'traveling habits. Residents have 
been complaining because local streets 
arc flooded with traffic that normally 
uses the now-blocked-off Euclid Avenue. 
Euclid has been closed between Wolf and 
River roads for several months and will 
be for several more. 


In addition, Mount Prospect police re- 


port the area is dangerous. Since Jan. 1, 
there have been 18 accidents, including 
three with injuries, at the intersection of 
Euclid Avenue and -River Road and four 
accidents at the intersection of Tana 
Lane and River Road. One other acci- 
dent has occurred between the two inter- 
sections. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the Cook County 


Highway Dept. blamed people "in a hur- 
ry" for most of the hazard along the 
short stretch of road. 


"People should take a little caution 


and watch for the barricade directions." 
said Jules Charpcnter, engineer in 
charge of the Euclid Avenue construction 
work. "People drive too fast for the con- 
ditions there." 


In addition to the increased traffic on 


the local streets and the high number of 
accidents, residents have complained 
about signs being knocked down and the 
roadway being poorly marked. 


Charpcnter said the driving lanes were 


rerouted last Friday so construction 
could begin on the northbound lanes. 
"People are creatures of habit," Char- 
penter said. "The traffic was switched 
over and many people were confused." 


Charpcnter said there also have been 


problems with barricades being knocked 
over, particularly on weekends when 
construction stops. Last weekend two 
large barricades were knocked over and 
people were driving where they shouldn't, 
he said. 


"I'M NOT SAYING everything is al- 


ways left perfect," said Charpenter, "but 
when all the barricades are knocked 
down you know somebody did it." 


Another problem, Charpenter said, is 


some people disregard the signs and 
road lines. He cited the example of one 
man who called him seeking county pay- 
ment of his auto repair bills after the car 
fell into a ditch. 


"The man said he wanted to turn right, 


but something was in the way," said 
Charpenter. "He turned right anyway."

Trustee predicts S-curve 
to be fixed next summer 


Mount Prospect Trustee George Ander- 


son said ho anticipates construction of 
$600,000 in improvements to tho dan- 
gerous S-curvc on S. Elmhurst Road 
sometime next summer. 


Anderson Thursday said he does not 


expect any problem in getting state and 
federal financing for the project now that 
the Northwest Municipal Conference has 
endorsed It. The Conference endorse- 
ment, announced Wednesday night, gave 
tho project top priority on the confer- 
ence's road Improvement list for federal 
'funding. 


The project Is to Include the In-

"INDICATIONS by the consultant were 


that'wo should be bidding on the project 
sometime around April 1, with a May 1 
starting date. That's probably being opti- 
mistic," Anderson said, noting that con- 
struction will probably take place during 
the summer. 


Anderson is counting on federal and 


state funds to finance tho bulk of the 
1600,000 project He estimated that the 
federal government will provide about 70 
per cent of the funding with the state 
providing about 20 per cent. If this fund- 
Ing Is approved, the village would pay 
only $35,000 to $50,000 for the improve- 
ment. 


"I tell you it's a real great thing for 


the village to be able to have such a ma- 
jor improvement to the community, and 
to have It at such a minimal cost to the 
community," Anderson said. 


The village's share of the project 


would be financed with state motor fuel 
tax funds, according to the trustee. 


ANDERSON SAID he is unsure wheth- 


er the entire road will be replaced when 
the curves are banked or if the banking 
will be accomplished by adding layers to 
the existing road. 


Noting the governmental funding for 


the project, Anderson said "We'd want to 
have It done In the best way possible so 
that tho maintenance doesn't become a 
problem at a later date."

A year ago, a Des Plaines family 


waited silently for word on the fate 
of their son, who was trapped in 
Chile during the coup d'etat which 
ousted Salvator Allende. 


They waited 10 days only to learn 


their son lay dead in a Santiago mor- 
gue and they have waited 12 months 
for a full explanation of their son's 
death. 


The past year has been a cruelly 


realistic civic lesson for Frank Te- 
ruggi Sr. As he sought the truth be- 
hind his son's death, he has found 
American officials uncooperative and 
untruthful. 


SOME 200 LETTERS and 14,000 


miles of travel later, Teruggi be- 
lieves he knows the cause of his son's 
death, but he-continues to press the 
U.S. government and the leaders of 
Chile's military junta for an honest 
answer. 


"I believe Frank was killed by the 


military, but I want-the government 
(U.S.) to Investigate this fully," he 
said. 


Interest In the September 1973 coup 


had nearly faded for most Americans 
until recently when it was disclosed 
that the Central Ingelllgence Agency 
and possibly Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger authorized programs to 
"destabilize" the Allende govern- 
ment. 


Revelations now continue to break 


every day and with Congressional 
pressure mounting, Teruggi hopes 
some answers about his son and U.S. 
Involvement in the coup will arise. 


BIG GOVERNMENT has reached 


out and touched this Des Plaines 
printer and the embrace has been a 
bad feeling for Teruggi. 


Like many congressmen and sena- 


tors, Teruggi contends he was lied to 
by many U.S. State Dept. officials 
who said the government was not In- 
volved in internal Chilean politics. 


"I was lied to by many of our own 


people about simple things and now I 
just wonder what else they lied 
about," Teruggi said. 


Officially, the government states 


Frank Teruggi Jr. was shot after 
being released from custody at the 
National Soccer Stadium. He had 
been arrested along with his room- 
mate, David Hathaway, in their 
apartment for violating the junta-im- 
posed curfew laws. Chilean officials 
state Teruggi was killed by terrorists 
and not military troops. 


BUT THE PAST 12 months have 


produced a few details that poke 
holes in the government scenario. A 
letter Teruggi received through a 
contact in the Dutch embassy last 
February offered a witness' account 
of a beating inflicted on an American 
prisoner named "Frank" after Te- 
ruggi was reportedly released from 
prison. 


Chilean officials in Washington and 


Santiago admit that while release 
forms exist for almost all prisoners, 
none can be found for Teruggi. They 
contend it was just a clerical error. 


Another nagging detail Is a 24-hour 


period from the time Teruggi was re- 
leased and the time he was brought 
to the morgue. 


FRANK TERUGGI JR., shortly before

A plan had been arranged between 


Teruggi and his roommate for one or 
the other to contact the American 
embassy upon release. Hathaway, 
who was turned loose five days after 
Teruggi, made the call. Embassy of- 
ficials say they never heard from Te- 
ruggi. They also insist they have no 
record of a call from a Chilean 
friend of the pair who called the em- 
bassy the day after both men were 
arrested. 


TERUGGI HOPES the new dis- 


closures regarding 
the CIA in- 


volvement will bring about the full 
Congressional investigation he has 
been seeking. 


Interviews with people who knew 


Teruggi in Chile and in the U.S. offer 
no evidence that the 24-year-old eco- 
nomics student was a troublemaker 
or an activist in Chilean politics. 


Hathaway said Teruggi did work 


with other students to publish a 
newsletter reporting news of labor 
movements outside Chile, but this 
was looked on as a scholarly-type 
publication. 
, However, Chile's Ambassador to 
the U.S., Walter Heitman, charged In 
a radio Interview last summer that 


ruggi was a student in Chile at the* 


time he died. 


Teruggi was part of a left-wing 
group.

Erviti said the procedure of checking 


out prospective employes even though 
they have not made application "hap- 
pens repeatedly in education and other 
fields as well."

Erviti to cease his activities relating to 
securing information about my private 
life." 


Smiley said he believes the board

Two Elk Grove High School students 


have started a petition to change a state 
law requiring students to take physical 
education classes in high school. 


Saying they are dissatisfied with the 


requirement and the types of physical 
education courses offered at the school, 
the two have obtained signatures from 
more than 500 students on petitions that 
will be forwarded to the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The organizers, seniors Richard Re- 


penning and Robin Jannuth, have set a 
goal of 1,500-student signatures they will 
present to State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arlington Heights. Mrs. Chapman said 
she will support the students, but sees 
little hope for approval of their request. 


THE PETITION states that physical 


education should be an optional, credit 
course, Repenning said. High School 
Dist. 214 policy does not give academic 
credit for the class, but requires students 
to take physical education, pass the 
course or not graduate. 


Repenning said if credit could be given 


for the course and the state requirement 
abolished, students could then substitute 
other classes for physical education. 


"It doesn't suprlse roe," said Dist. 214 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, referring to the 
student's request. "The subject is always 
coming up. Many students strongly favor 
physical education on an optional basis." 


Gilbert said the district is looking into 


alternatives to the traditional physical 
education classes. Through special state 
approval, a pilot program has been set 
. up for some seniors at Wheeling High 
School which makes physical educational 
optional for at least one semester. 


SENIORS WHO accumulate the 16 


credits needed for graduation in seven 
semesters, but elect to stay in school to 
graduate with their class, are given the 
option of enrolling in physical education- 
their last semester Gilbert said. 


Last year, about half of the students 


who completed graduation requirements 
early decided to forego classes the final 
semester, Gilbert said. 


Gilbert said the district may urge the 


state to make the Wheeling Program the 
normal procedure in the district. 


ANOTHER APPROACH to physical 


education is being tried at Forest View 
High School, Arlington Heights, where 
juniors and seniors still have to take 
P.E. classes, but are allowed to set up 
their own program, geared to their inter- 
ests, said Jack Martin, principal. 


The program can range from golf to 


bowling or bicycle riding, Martin said. 


Both Mrs.' Chapman and Gilbert, while 


supporting the students, believe their 
drive would be "difficult" at the very 
least. 


"You'd probably need a state-wide ef- 


fort to counteract others who lobbied 
very strongly to get the mandatory phys- 
ical education law passed," she said. 


Mrs. Chapman said she would like to 


see the determination on whether or not 
physical education should be mandatory 
made by the local school board, rather 
than at the state level. 


"It's hard to be an opponent of the 


law," said Gilbert. "Supporters can ar- 
gue you're against health and physical 
education."

"Tltis is not a courtroom or anything like that. We're just 


trying to solve some problems on South Yale," said Bruce 
Wayland, Arlington Heights health inspector. 


For the second time this summer, the village health depart- 


ment opened Its offices Thursday night to act as referee in 
disputes between residents and developers or landlords. 


The problem-solving session was between the homeowners 


on the 1300 and 1400 blocks of S. Yale Avenue and the devel- 
oper, the Charles Matthlcs Corp., represented by Albert Col- 
lins, project manager. Earlier, the village hosted a meeting 
between the tenants of the Windsor Woods Apartments and its 
management corporation. 


TUG PROBLEM, according to the residents of Yale Ave- 


nue, was the developer's dumping of dirt and concrete on 
vacant land behind their homes. The land, they said, was 
unsightly with the plies of dirt, covered with weeds three to 
six feet tall. 


The site was rapidly taking the appearance of a dump, they 


contended, something one does not look for when moving to 
the suburbs. 
\,; 


Before Wayland called the session to order, there was notice- 


able tension around the conference table, Collins clenched 
his jaws and residents joked nervously among themselves. 


Immediately, Wayland made it clear that he was running 


the meeting by the rules. He would give the resident* three 
chances to make their feelings known, followed by a rebuttal 
period for Collins, and then follow-up questions. 


There would be no speaking out of turn and one should 


raise his hand to be recognized. In this manner, he said, "We 
will all remain polite." 


DAVID MURRAY, 1439 S. Yale, acted as group spokesman 


and laid out the problem from their angle: dirt piles, weeds, 
unsafe ravine, dumping. 


Collins started to interrupt but was cut short by Wayland 


with the admonition that he would have his turn. 


As the discussion moved around the table, others tried to 


jump In with their observations or problems. They, too, were 
reminded of the operating procedure in effect. 


Collins' turn came and he had relaxed noticeably. He ticked 


off the complaints in the order they were presented. 


The dirt was being piled, he said, for use in grading to meet 


village standards. The weeds had been cut but it was difficult 
to do so because of the terrain. The ravine connects with the 
stormwater-control basin and the trash is not the company's, 
he said. 


As a partial remedy, he said no more dirt would be piled 


toward the resident's property. The weeds would be cut "... 
as soon as I can get someone into that jungle," he said. 


There were no winners or losers after the meeting. But 


none were expected under Wayland's dictum that the confer- 
ence was not a court. 


HOWEVER. HE promised the weeds would be cut more 


regularly and the debris has to be removed. 


"We do it for good public relations. We want to settle prob- 


lems — work things out — before they have to go to court 
about them," Wayland explained the village's hosting the 
meeting. 


"I'm always trying to keep emotions down. If they get to a 


certain pitch, emotions can ruin things . . . People get mad 
and it gets under their skin. If you can get people face to face 
it changes things — they see the other guy's human, too. You 
saw how it worked tonight," said Wayland. 


Year has passed since Des Plaines youth died 


during Chile coup-with no questions answered

A year ago, a Des Plaines family 


waited silently for word on the fate 
of their son, who was trapped in 
Chile during the coup d'etat which 
ousted Salvator Allendc. 


They waited 10 days only to learn 


their son lay dead in a Santiago mor- 
gue and they have waited 12 months 
for a full explanation of their son's 
death. 


The past year has been a cruelly 


realistic civic lesson for Frank Te- 
ruggi Sr. As he sought the truth be- 
hind his son's death, he has found 
American officials uncooperative and 
untruthful. 


SOME 200 LETTERS and 14,000 


miles of travel later, Teruggi be- 
lieves he knows the cause of his son's 
death, but he continues to press the 
U.S. government and the leaders of 
Chile's military junta for an honest 
answer. 


"I believe Frank was killed by the 


military, but I want the government 
(U.S.) to investigate this fully," he 
said. 


Interest in the September 1973 coup 


had nearly faded for most Americans 
until recently when it was disclosed 
that the Central Ingelllgence Agency 
and possibly Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger authorized programs to 
"destabilize" the Allende govern- 
ment. 


Revelations now continue to break 


every day and with Congressional 
pressure mounting, Teruggi hopes 
some answers about his son and U.S. 
involvement in the coup will arise. 


BIG GOVERNMENT has reached 


out and touched this Des Plaines 
printer and the embrace has been a 
bad feeling for Teruggi. 


Like many congressmen and sena- 


tors, Teruggi contends he was lied to 
by many U.S. State Dept. officials 
who said the government was not in- 
volved in internal Chilean politics. 


"I was lied to by many of our own 


people about simple things and now I 
just wonder what else they lied 
about," Teruggi said. 


Officially, the government states 


Frank Teruggi Jr. was shot after 
being released from custody at the 
National Soccer Stadium. He had 
been arrested along with his room- 
mate, David Hathaway, in their 
apartment for violating the junta-im- 
posed curfew laws. Chilean officials 
state Teruggi was killed by terrorists 
and not military troops. 


BUT TOE PAST 12 months have 


produced a few details that poke 
holes in the government scenario. A 
letter Teruggi received through a 
contact in the Dutch embassy last 
February offereH a witness' account 
of a beating inflicted on an American 


. prisoner named "Frank" after Te- 


ruggi was reportedly released from 
prison. 


Chilean officials in Washington and 


, Santiago admit that while release 
1 forms exist for almost all prisoners, 


none can be found for Teruggi. They 
contend it was just a clerical error. 


Another nagging detail is a 24-hour 


period from the time Teruggi was re- 


FRANK TERUGGI JR., shortly before 


his death one year ago Sunday. Te- 


leascd and the time he was brought 
to the morgue. 


A plan had been arranged between 


Teruggi and his roommate for one or 
the other to contact the American 
embassy upon release. Hathaway, 
who was turned loose five days after 
Teruggi, made the call. Embassy of- 
ficials say they never heard from Te- 
ruggi. They also insist they have no 
record of a call from a Chilean 
friend of the pair who called the em- 
bassy the day after both men were 
arrested. 


TERUGGI HOPES the new dis- 


closures regarding 
the 
CIA in- 


volvement will bring about the full 
Congressional investigation he has 
been seeking. 


Interviews with people who knew 


Teruggi in Chile and in the U.S. offer 
no evidence that the 24-year-old eco- 
nomics student was a troublemaker 
or an activist in Chilean politics. 


Hathaway said Teruggi did work 


with other students to publish a 
newsletter reporting news of labor 
movements outside Chile, but this 
was looked on as a scholarly-type 
publication. 


However. Chile's Ambassador to 


the U.S., Walter Heitman, charged in 


ruggi was a student in Chile at the 


time he died. 


a radio interview last summer that 
Teruggi was part of a left-wing 
group. 


A survey of Teruggi's friends, how- 


ever, fails to confirm Heitraan's con- 
tention. 


HEITMAN ALSO REFUSED to re- 


spond to a Herald inquiry last June 
for additional information. He said 
there would be no use in providing 
any additional information about the 
situation. 


Teruggi plans to continue his let- 


ter-writing campaign and may return 
to Washington, D.C., again. He was 
there during the summer, but was 
unable to gain much from the state 
department. 


"I figure the kid would have done 


the same thing for me," he said. 


There is no sure way to predict the 


outcome of his quest. It is certain 
that Teruggi, a man who served 
more than three years in the infantry 
during World War II, has lost consid- 
erable faith in the government. 


The bewilderment over his govern- 


ment's inabiloty to get the full facts 
about his son's death turned to anger 
and disappointment when reports of 
massive economic and military aid 
made to Chile by the U.S. surfaced.

Two Elk Grove High School students 


have started a petition to change a state 
law requiring students to take physical 
education classes in high school.

will be forwarded to the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


The organizers, seniors Richard Re- 


penning and Robin Jannuth, have set a 
goal of 1,500-student signatures they will 
present to State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arlington Heights. Mrs. Chapman said 
she will support the students, but sees 
little hope for approval of their request. 


THE PETITION states that physical 


education should be an optional, credit 
course, Repenning said. High School 
Dist. 214 policy does not give academic 
credit for the class, but requires students 
to take physical education, pass the 
course or not graduate. 


Repenning said if credit could be given 


for the course and the state requirement 
abolished, students could then substitute 
other classes for physical education. 


"It doesn't suprlse me," said Dist. 214 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, referring to the 
student's request. "The subject is always 
coming up. Many students strongly favor 
physical education on an optional basis." 


Gilbert said the district is looking into

Official criticizes land distribution system

Kathorine Mullcr, who sparked a con- 


11 n u i n g controversy over Arlington 
Heights' land dedication fund, said 
Thursday tho Issue has now become so 
confused that it is "nearly impossible for 
tho average citizen to follow." 


Reacting to a detailed accounting of in- 


come and expenditures from the fund re- 
leased this week by Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson, Mrs. Mullcr said, "I'm still 
waiting for notice of when they (village 
ofllciala) arc going to take this up. 


"I think tho park district should be 


prepared at that time to make its case 
that this is not working in tho best Inter- 
est of tho citizens." 


Mrs. Mullcr is vice president of the 


Arlngton Heights Pork District and has 
charged that the district has not received 


"In both these cases the park district 


complied with the (land dedication) ordi- 
nance 100 per cent. It proved the public 
land need in the area and acted to ac- 
quire the land promptly," Mrs. Muller 
said. 


THE GREENBRIER contribution was 


used to buy an addition to Frontier Park, 
which is adjacent to the subdivision, and- 
the Arlington Terrace money was used to 
buy Patriot Park, she said. 


One of her primary allegations is that 


the village has not always publicly estab- 
lished the need for land before it ac- 
quired property using land dedication 
funds. 


Two other contributions listed In the 


report apparently were made by the vil- 


lage to the park district. A 1965 contribu- 
tion of $1,375 is noted, as is a $500 contri- 
bution in 1959. Mrs. Muller said she did 
not know how these particular funds had 
been spent. 


According to the report, a large part of 


the money contributed to the village was 
used to buy the Cultural Center site fa 
the 400 block of north Dunton Avenue. A 
total of $163,000 was spent for the one- 
block site between 1968 and 1970. 


Other village expenditures included 


property at 104 W. St. James for 
$30,075.14; property at 408 N. Vail for 
$48,495.37; Falcon Drive, east of Goeb- 
bert Road for $6,543.02; the site of the 
Municipal Building, $25,500; and 115 W. 
Davis for $7,880.90.

pensive projects it has planned at a time 
when costs are rising far faster than rev- 
enue? 


"Somewhere there is a day when we 


will have to appreciate that the money is 
going to run out," says Village Prcs. 
Ralph Clarbour. "The trick is not to get 
to that day only to find yourself saying, 
•If we'd known the money was running 
out we'd have cut back.' " 


The Village of Arlington Heights is not 


going broke. But the finance committee 
has agreed to recvaluate the $28 million, 
five-year capital improvement budget It 
last looked at a year ago. 


Capital Improvements are the big con- 


struction projects municipalities do. 
They almost always cost a lot of money 
and arc spread out over a number of 
years. Arlington Heights, for example, 
updates its capital improvements budget 
every five years. 


The present budget runs through 1979, 


and includes the Arlington Heights Road 
underpass, the additional well and water 


reservoir, the start of the flood-control 
program and the public works garage. 


BUT IT ALSO projects a new police- 


courts building estimated at $2.2 million, 
a Vail Avenue parking garage at $1.3 
million, a headquarters building for the 
fire department at a half-million dollars, 
a quarter-million dollars'for Scarsdale 
street lights, and more. 


"I'm afraid we're going to get into a 


situation like the (Arlington Heights) 
park district is in where you try to give 
everybody everything they want. Maybe 
we nave to say there are limits on us, 
too," Griffin said. 
This year, the Village of Arlington 


Heights will use an estimated $155,000 of 
federal revenue-sharing money to bal- 
ance its budget. This represents Arling- 
ton Heights first expenditure of revenue 
sharing which the village has been sys- 
tematically saving for flood control. 


Several trustees already have voiced 


concern about balancing next year's budg 
et, and like Griffin they are wondering 
out loud where the money is going to 
come from. 


SOME OF THE capital Improvement 


projects are paid for with village utility 
tax, a fund that now amounts to slightly 
more than $1 million a year. 


"One thing good about the utility tax is 


that It tends to rise with inflation," says 
Trustee Frank Palmatier, finance com- 
mittee chairman, "although there is al- 
ways a lag while utility rates catch up 
with the cost of living." 


State funds.such as motor fuel tax, and 


federal money are also used to pay for 
capital Improvements. The Arlington 
Heights Road underpass and widening 


project, for example, will be 70 per cent 
federally financed. 


On paper, it somehow all works out. 


Income balances expenses and an assort- 
ment of public works projects roll mer- 
rily along. But in an economy already sub 
stantially different than even just one 
year ago, the finance committee agreed 
that the program bears a second look, 
and will start that review on Tuesday.
